Report by Gen. MacArthur in 


About Conference of insurgents and 
Japanese, Comes to Light.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—A dispatch from 
Gen. MacArthur, dated at Manila, Dec. 28, 
1900, has just come to light in the War 
Department which casts a doubt on the 
sincerity of Japan's friendship for the 


United States in the operations against the 


insurgent Filipinos. 

At the time this dispatch was written 
the difficulties that confronted the United 
States military authorities in the Phiiip- 
pines were numerous and most annoying, 
and there was c suspicion that the insur- 


gent leaders were receiving encouragement, | 


if not substantial aid, from foreign covun- 
tries jealous of the presence of the United 


States in the Orient. 

In view of the friendly relations that 
have always existed between this Govern- 
ment and that of Japan, and the support 
which Japan has ever received from the 
United States in the solution of complica- 


tions that for the past few years have 
obtained in the East, this dispatch from 


Gen. MacArthur is most surprising. 
Gen. MacArthur's dispatch follows: 
Manila, (received Dec. 28, 1900, 9:30 A. M.) 
To Adjutant General, Washington: 
Many papers (belonging to Trias) secured

CLOCK FOR BLIND AND DEAF. 


Massachusetts Invention Pulis Your Pil- 
low, Throws a Light in Your Face, 
and Makes a Report.

BOSTON, Oct. 27.~W. EB. Shaw of Brook- 
line gave an “electrical party ’’ last. night, 
the feature of which was the exhibition of 
an electric clock for blind deaf-mutes. Mr. 
Shaw is deaf and dumb, and he was assist- 
ed in demonstrating the workings of his 
invention by Tommy Stringer, blind, deaf, 
and dumb, who is making great progress 
in the sciences. 

The clock not only tells the time, but 
alarms the sleeper by agitating a lever 


which is connected by a string to a pillow, 
causing the pillow to move up and down, 
the vibrations being communicated to the 
sleeper by a touch. 

A circuit is closed, by which an electric 
current is sent through a small incan- 
descent lamp in front of a parabolic mir- 
ror, the rays of which are thrown into the 
face of the sleeper. It releases a spring 
connected with a hammer, which _ falls 
upon a fulminating cap, the loud explosion 
of which at close quarters is perceptible 
to a deaf person. 

It also gives notice of the entrance of 
burglars by any of the above methods, by 
means of connection by a wire with the 
doors and windows. It gives indication of 
fire by electric thermostets placed any- 
where on the premises. 


ILLUMINATING OIL HIGHER. 


Production Less and Demand Greater, | 


So the Prices Rise.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—Wholesale 
dealers in this city raised the price of 
illuminating oi! to-day to 9 cents a gallon, 
as against 7 cents a gallon a month ago. 
The Standard Oil Company advanced the 
wholesale price 1 cent a gallon last Sat- 
urday. making an increase of 1% cents 
within a week, 

Only illuminating oils have been affected 
by the advance, but it was said by a leading 
wholesale dealer to-day that other oils 
would probably be affected in the near 
future. There has been a gradual decrease 
in production for a vear, while the demand, 
especially for illuminating oils, has steadily 
increased. 


NEW MIDVALE STEEL PLANT. 


Trust's Competitor Preparing to Make 
Armor Plate for the Government.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—It was stated 
to-day by an officer of the Midvale Steel 
Company that its new plant for the making 
of armor plate for the Unifed States Gov- 
ernment will be an extension of its present 
works at Nicetown. 

The company now employs more than 
3,000 men, and the execution of the armor 
plate contract will require an additional 


force of from 2,000 to 3,000. The company 
will probably be obliged to erect blast fur- 
naces, so as to be entirely independent in its 
construction of steel of all other concerns 
except those that mine the ore. Develop- 
ments were made before the bids for sup- 
plying armor plate which have been 
cepted by the Navy Department were sub- 


mitted.

TWENTY BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Flames in King’s Bridge Sweep 
Over Two City Blocks. 


Frame Residences and Stores Are 
Burned, Causing $150,000 Loss— 
Engines Use Fences for Fuel. 


Fire practically wiped out two whole city 
blocks, including several stores and pri- 
vate residences, last night in the section 
bounded by Riverdale Avenue, Church and 
Ackerman Streets, King's Bridge. Twenty 
houses in all were destroyed, causing a 
property loss estimated at $150,000. 

The fire started in the feed and coal store 
of T. & W. Thorn & Co., at Riverdale Ave- 
nue. It gained quick headway, and the 
fire-fighting facilities were utterly inade- 
quate to cope with such a blaze. When 
the first engines got to the fire there was 
further delay, as they were short of coal 
and wood, and fences had to be chopped 
down to supply them with fuel. 

The scene of the fire is what is known as 
the old business section of King's Bridge, 
and is in the western part of the town. 
The houses are frame almost exclusively. 

Great service in fighting the fire was 
rendered by the members of the Hiawatha 
Canoe Club, who were in their clubhouse 
on Hiawatha Bay, an inlet of the Spuyten 


Duyvil, and by the members of the King's 
Bridge Military Company, who were drill- 
ing in a building near by. 

One of the members of the company was 
injured slightly in helping to save horses 
from the barns in the rear of the Thorn 


place. There were twenty horses stabled 


there, and it was only by the hardest kind 


of work they were saved. Theodore Lem- 
bach, a member of Engine Company No. 
75, was also hurt here. He received se- 
vere burns on the face and hands, and 
was removed to Fordham Hospital. 
Among the buildings destroyed were the 
King’s Bridge Hotel, of which Mr. Liebler 
was the proprietor. Mr. Liebler, his wife, 
and daughter had narrow escapes from 
being burned alive. Heck's drug store, 
Conklin’s grocery store, Brickhauser’s meat 
store, Wendle'’s grocery, McAuley's board- 
ing house. and the residences of William 
Gerrity, M. Polansly, and Henry Campher 
W. A. Croker's plumbing 
heating fixtures store was also dam- 
aged, and the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Mediator caught fire twice, but by 
the efforts of the firemen was saved from 
destruction.

MR, BLAIR MAY RECOVER. 
Accused St. Louis Man Now Has an 
Even Chance for His Life. 
Special to The New York Times. 

LOUIS, Oct. 27.—James L. Blair, 
whose chances for recovery were consid- 
ered exceedingly doubtful Monday night, 
now has-an even chance for recovery, ac- 
cording to a statement of his physician, Dr. 

Homan, made late to-night. When 

broke at Airdrie this morning Mr 
seemed nearer death than at 
his collapse of last Saturday. 
His pulse was so slow and his heart ac- 
tion so uncertain that the nursés and phy- 
practically lost hope. 
At noon Mr. Blair was in a semi-conscious 
Wut there seemed to be a slight im- 
provement in his condition. Two hours 
later he was able to recognize those about 
him, and upon the advice of Dr. Wver he 
was given nourishment. 

Dr. Wyer then left the Blair home, but re- 
turned at 5 o'clock. He made an examina- 
tion of the patient, and later gave out this 
statement: 

“Mr. Blair has improved steadily all day. 
His prospects for recovery are better than 
they have been at any time. You may say 
that his pulse, his respiration, and his 
temperature are normal for the first time 
since his collapse. Hie has taken light 
nourishment and relished it."’ 

Dr. Homan reiterated to-night 
said in his statement made Sunday: 
it Mr. Blair's iron constitution that 
keeping him up. The on his mind 
and nerves has been tremendous, but he is 
fighting death gamely. He has an even 
chance for recovery.” 

The uncertainty of Mr. Blair's illness has 
precluded any possible arrangements as to 
the future plans of the family. Mrs. Blair 
cannot be seen, remaining almost constant- 
ly at the bedside of her husband. 

The Grand Jury to-day resumed the in- 
vestigation of the charges made by James 
T. Roberts that his former employer, James 
L. Blair, forged notes and deeds of trust 
to embezzle hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Roberts was told by the Grand Jury 
yesterday that he would be examined fur- 
ther to-day, but evidently did not take this 
notice as a formal summons, as he did not 
appear at the Four Courts all day, and re- 
peated efforts to find him resulted in fail- 
ure. It was said. however, by friends of 
the man that he had not left the city and 
has no reason or desire to do so, and that 
he had been down town part of the day 
and had been seen going to his home to 
dinner at the usual hour this evening. 

It is expected that he will be asked to- 
morrow to explain why his statement given 
to the newspapers is so different from, and 
more complete than, the one he 
first gave the Grand Jury. 

It is generally believed at the Four Courts 
that the Grand Jury has not secured evi- 
dence on which to base an indictment. 
Roberts, the accuser of Mr. Blair, himself, 
has stated that the Grand Jury could not 
indict without the testimony of Eastern 
witnesses, Evans R. Dick of New York be- 
ing especially mentioned, but it cannot be

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 27.—From shortly be- 
fore 1 o’clock to-day until the closing hour, 
3 o'clock, runs were made on the savings 
departments of three banks of. St. Louis, 
and at the same time more than the or- 
dinary amount of withdrawals by savings 
depositors were noticeable. in the other 
banking institutions. The run, so far as 
it can.be traced, was started by a dis- 
quieting rumor from th outside that 
seemed to strike St. Louis shortly after 
noon, to the effect that the savings insti- 
tutions here were unsound. 

With a rush the corridors of the Lincoln 
Trust Company, the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany. and the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Campany were filled with men and women, 
all eager to withdraw their money. 

The scene in any one bank was duplicated 
in the other two. A line of people with 
bankbooks in their hands stretched out into 
the street, and intermingled were policemen 
and bank officials counseling calmness and 
giving assurances of solvency. 

lt is stated that the rumor that started 
the run came from Chicago, and was to 
the effect that two Ipirectors of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Company had recently 
endeavored to negotiate a loan of $2,000,000 


in that city, and had been refused. 
To-day this rumor was pronounced an ab- 
solute canard by the Directors concerned. 
As soon as the runs started all other 
business was laid aside and every factty | 
was afforded for the prompt payment of

EASY MONEY IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Call Loan Rates Falling—Bank In- 
creases Its Dividend Rate—Trust 
Company Adds to Its Surplus. 
Special to The New York Times, 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27,—The Pennsyl- 
vanfa Company for Insurance on Lives ang 
Granting Annuities announced to-day that 
it had reduced its rate for call loans from 
5 to 4 per cent. This is the first change 
made in the rate here since July 14, when 
it _ was raised from 4 to 5 per cent. It is 
probable that all other financial institu- 
tions in the city will meet the present re- 
duction, although the heads of some of 
them said to-day that no change in their 
present rates would be made before No- 

vember 1. 

Directors of the Fourth Street National 
Bank increased their semi-annual dividend 
rate to-day from 4 to 5 per cent., thus plac- 
ing the stock on a 10 per cent. per annum 
basis. This is the first change that the 
bank has made in its rate since dividends 
were originally started on the stock in No- 
vember, 1894. Sinoe then, and including the 
dividend declared to-day, the bank has 
distributed among its stockholders $1,470v,- 
OO in cash, 

The annual meeting of the Land Title 
and Trust Company was held to-day.

He is a man -with a bad criminal record, 


and was but recently released from prison 
at Greanditas, where he had served a term 


for homicide.

During the festivities a man rushed to- 
ward him. and, eading all efforts made to 
check his progress, reached the President's 
side and attempted to kill him. Great ex- 
citement prevailed, but it was soon seen 
that the efforts of the murderer had been 
futile.

created much excitement, and subsequently 
the assassin was dragged from prison by a 
mob and Iynched.

Frederic W. Hinrichs, candidate for Con- 
troller; Cyrus L, Sulzberger, candidate for 
President of the Borough of Manhattan; |

dent of the Board of Aldermen; Ralph 
Trautmann, candidate for Sheriff;' Her- 
man C. Kudlich, and Albert Leisel. 


Mayor Low, the first of the candidates 
to arrive, entered the hall at 8:20, and 


began to speak at once. 

“I want to urge upon you,” he began, 
“‘the importance of electing Mr. Sulzberger 
as Borough President. The other candi- 
dates on the city ticket get help from the 
other boroughs, but Mr. Sulzberger must | 
carry Manhattan or not be elected. The! 


President of the Borough is responsible for 
the disposition of large sums of money,. 
which makes it important that his offices | 
should not be administered by Tammany 
methods.’’ 

“Is it true that 87,000 children can’t go 


to school?" shouted some one. 
There was a burst of applause when the 


Mayor answered: 

“There is no child of school age who has 
not been admitted to school.” 

There was more applause when he went 


on: 
“Under the Tammany system when the 
schools were full, they stopped taking 


names so they didn't know what children 
were without schools. These children, who 
were on kalf time, had two and a halt. 
hours in the morning or an hour and a 
half in the afternoon, and the same teach- 
ers taught two half-day classes. 

“This administration has admitted every 
child that has applied. Instead of two 
and a half hours in the morning or an hour 
and a half in the afternoon, every child 
has three and three-quarters hours a day.

Dean Kirchwey of the Columbia Law 
School Denounces the Gruber 
Candidate. 


Prof. George W. Kirchwey, Dean of the 
Columbia University Law School, speak- 
ing yesterday in relation to the contest 
in the Twelfth Municipal Court District 
between Alfred P. W. Seaman and William 
S. Bennet, satd: 

“The actioh of the Citizens’ 
the Twelfth Municipal Court District, in 
rejecting the proposition to indorse the 
nomination the Republican candidate, 
William 8S.

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“BRUCE ‘CHARGES 


Says Tammany Is Importing Thou- 
sands of Colonizers. 


Citizens’ Union Ready to Pay $30,000 for 
Election Law Violations — What 
Charlies F. Murphy Says. 


A general charge was made by M. Linn 
Bruce yesterday that Tammany Hall was 
bringing in thousands of men for purposes 
of colonization. The Citizens’ Union an- 
nounced that it. would stand ready to pay 
$30,000 for violations of the election law. 

“Tammany Hall is making a desperate 
effort to win this election by fraud,” de- 
«lared Chairman Bruce. “It has attempted 
colonizing on a gigantic scale, and our fight 
must be directed chiefly agatnst {llegal vot- 
ing. Men have been brought here from 
Troy, from Paterson, from Philadelphia. 
and other places, and they have been regis- 
tered as living four and five months in the 
districts where Tammany fs paying their 
room rent for thirty days. These men have 
been lodged all over the city, in up town as 
well as down town districts, 

“Some of them have been here three 
months, more sixty days, and the most of 
them thirty days. Knowing that men reg- 
istering as having lived here no longer than 
that cannot vote legally, all have registered 
as having been in the city from four to 
five months. 

“The State Syperintendent of Elections 
is unable to cope with the situation. His 
ferce is not sufficient. The work must bo 
completed by the Republican and Citizens’ 
Union organizations and those good citizens 
who volunteer to help us on election day. 
Fortunately we have a District Attorney 
who proSecutes, and he will make it risky 
for any man who votes in violation of the 
law. If we can hold up the colonized vote 
we will win the election.” 

The announcement of the rewards the 
Citizens’ Union is willing to pay for con- 
viction in cases of election law violation 


was issued over the signature of R. Fulton 
Cutting. The schedule of rewards follows: 

Six hundred dollars for each of the first 
five convictions, 8500 for cach of the next 
five convictions, $400 for each of the next 
five convictions, $200 for each of the next 
five convictions, $200 for each of the next 
five convictions, and $100 cach for the next 
five convictions, 

A special reward of $300 ts pledged by the 
Citizens’ Union for the first conviction of 
any election official, such as Register, In- 
spector, canvasser, poll clerk, or ballot 
clerk, or of any State, city, or county: offl- 
cer. 

Charles F. Murphy laughingly said that 
he regarded as a joke Mr. Bruce’s charge. 
“Guess Bruce must see defeat pretty 
plainty ahead when he says that. They 
know they are beaten when they spring 
that kind of a yarn. So these colonizers 
are coming from Troy and Philadelphia, 
eh? Well, the Republicans stole the last 
election in Troy, and there must be a lot 
of Matt Quay’s friends in the Philadelphia 
crowd. If these people have been ee 
the Republicans did {t, but I will say that 
they have got to get more than 20,000 to 
win. We can afford to give them more 
than that many and still win out.”’ 

When asked about the Citizens’ Union of- 
fer of $30,000 to help in accomplishing the 
arrest and conviction of fraudulent voters, 
he declared that such tactics would not in- 
timidate Democrats. 

“We will have lawyers at al] polling 
places,’ he said, ‘“‘and our voters will get 
their rights in splte of such bulldozing 
from Bruce or Cutting, or even Greene.” 


MORGAN SAYS HE’S ACTIVE. 


Elections Superintendent Opposed to 
Making Allegations in the Newspa- 
pers of Wholesale Fraud. 


George W. Morgan, State Superintendent 
of Elections, last night issued a statement 
replying to the charge that he has been 
inactive in prosecuting cases of alleged 
colonization in the interests of Tammany 
Hall, and that, in order to be fair, he has 
that organization opportunities to 
employ dishonest methods and to make 
preparations to bring repeaters into the 
city. He said in part: 

“J am perfectly aware that it has been 
the custom every year to make allegations 
of wholesale fraud throughout the city. It 
is also true that there have been a great 
many names registered which should have 
no place on the registry books. Whatever 
~liticians may think about the advisabil- 
fty of this office making charges through 
the newspapers and conducting the affairs 
of this office througb the newspapers, it 
has been my policy, and will continue so 
to be, not to conduct investigations of this 
office with a brass band. 

“While I remain in this office I am deter- 
mined it shall not be used for partisan ad- 
vantage. Any statements which have ap- 
’ iin the mew papere ars to what may 
or may not have been done In this office are 
absolutely without foundation, for any one 
who is not employed here ts not tamillar 
the investigations which are being 
conducted.” 

“The number of cases which are complete 
at the present time is far in excess of the 
number of any previous year, and those 
who attempt to vote illegally upon these 
names which have been fraudulently placed 
upon the registry books will find that their 
detection has not been hindered by reason 
of the fact that the matters have not been 
spread in the daily press. 

“There is the greatest measure of co- 
operation between the Police Commissioner 
and myself. Gen. Greene and I are working 
in harmony both as to method and to the 
manner of arrests."’ 


CAPT. MAHAN SPEAKS FOR Low. 


Declares Tammany Posters of “Home 
Rule” Belie Their Talk of Effect 
on National Election. 


Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, author of “ The 
Influence of Sea Power on Nations,”’ made 
his first political speech last night at a 
Fusion meeting at 1,951 Broadway. Cal- 
vin Tomkins of the City Committee of the 
Citizens’ Union presided. Among other 
speakers were George Heaven Putnam and 
Hammond Odell, Fuston candidate for Al- 
derman In the Nineteenth District. 

‘This is the first time in my life,” said 
Capt. Mahan, ‘‘that I have addressed an 
assemblage of this,kind. I come before you 
in the utmost sympathy with the Citizens’ 
Unton movement. I am a, Republican in 
National politics, but believe in tndepend- 
ence in municipal elections. Tammany Hall 
is shifting the question and is endeavoring 
to bring the National election of next year 
into this campaign. This is an absurdity 
and is contrary even to their posters, which 
advertise ‘home rule.’ The Tammany ar- 
gument is: We start by electing a Tam- 
many Mayor and by electing a Democratia 
President. But what Hes between’? You all 
remember when Hell Gate was blown up.

William S, Devery, not to be outdone by 
the other candidates, yesterday introduced 
an automobile into his campaign. The ma- 
chine is as big as a house, weighs five 
tons, is propelled both by electric and gas- 
oline motors, aria carries a full brass band 
and completo retinue of spellbinders and 
favored adherents of the Big Chief. In it 
he traveled yesterday many miles between 
the Battery and the Bronx, and at mid- 
night was still traveling on his way back 
to the “Pump,” at Eighth Avenue and 
T'wenty-eighth Street. 

Devery himself made only two speeches. 
Both were delivered in the Bronx in the 
evening. In them he repeated his charges 
that Charls F. Murphy is interested in dis- 
orderly resorts, and vehemently assailed 
Borough President Haffen of the Bronx. 

Mr. Devery appeared at the “ Pump” 
about noon yesterday. He was hoarse and 
showed every evidence of a heavy cold. 

“I won't go,” he croaked. ‘I’m not go- 
ing to let politics kill me.” 

He went to the clubrooms and at 1:50 
o'clock told Assemblyman Butler to take 
the machine out for @ trial. As he started 
Devery said: ‘ Well, let's all take a ride.” 

Schelder called to the people on the auto- 
mobile to wait, and the ex-Chief and his 
retainers trooped downstairs. Large pict- 
ures and Devery mottoes hung over the 
dark maroon body of the double-decked au- 
tomobile. Devery took his place at the ex- 
treme front seat on the second floor.

The cry of ‘‘ Low Bridge”’ was 
raised whenever the machine went under 
the elevated structure, and there was much 
ducking and dodging by those up Stairs 
The machine was too tall to go under the 
structure at Third Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth Street, and the first 
stopping int, at Tremont Avenue and 
One Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street, 
was reached at 8:40 o'clock by passing 
through Courtlandt Avenue an side 
etreets. 

Tammany and Fusion meetings were go- 
ing on a block away in either direction, east 
and west, but the crowds deserted them at 
the sight of the Devery fireworks, and the 
“Chief '’ found himself in a few minutes 
standing before a crowd of about 2,000 per- 
sons.

‘*Haffen, Murphy, McMahon, and Sulli- 
van are a set of litical grafters, and the 
sooner you get rid of them the better for 
you,”’ declared Devery 

‘Murphy said that I was the only man 
who collected dirty graft in the City of New 
York, and that I split it up with Gov. Odell 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. If Charlie 
Murphy knew that I was going to split a

Proceeding to the other meeting, Devery 
ended his speech with these words: 

“Think of the kind of men who are lead- 
ing Tammany. Think of your homes, your 
wives, sisters, and daughters, and stop it. 
The only way to doit is put your cross under 
the circle beneath the pump. If I am elect- 
ed, which I will be as sure as the sun rises 
and sets, I will give the Bronx al! that is 
coming to it.”

BIG FUND FOR TAMMANY 


Tunnel Sub-Contractors Said to 
Have Given Over $50,000. 


Wilbur F, Wakeman Says He Ie Ready 
to Prove It—John B. McDonald 
Denies He Also Con- 
tributed $50,000. 


Wilbur F. Wakeman, the Secretary of the 
American Protective Tariff League, is re- 
sponsible for the circulation of a story that 
the sub-contractors on the rapid transit 
subway have contributed to the Tammany 
campaign fund to the extent of either 
$50,000 or $55,000, 

It was further stated in the story pub- 
lished about the transaction that John B. 
McDonald, the general contractor of the 
subway, had supplemented the contribution 
of the sub-contractors by a personal check 
for $50,000. Mr, Wakeman, however, yes- 
terday denied that any information about 
Mr. McDonald’s alleged contribution had 
come from him, and also denied that he had 
given the information that Mr. McDonald 
had collected the money from the sub-con- 
tractors which they contributed. 

“The statement that the sub-contractors 
made up a fund of $650,000 or $55,000 as 
their contribution to the Tammany cam- 
paign,’”’ said Mr. Wakeman, “is absolutely 
true, and I stand ready to prove it. I ob- 
tained the information from a prominent 
Democrat, who ts a high-class man. He 
came to my office and told me all about 
the transaction. He said he himself had 
had the checks of the sub-contractors in his 
own hands, and had also seen the check 
for the aggregate amount, which was given 
to the middleman. This man’s word can be 
relied upon absolutely. 

“When he told me the story, I sald 
to him: ‘That is hot stuff, why don’t you 


put it out?’ He replied that, owing to his 
intimate relations with Democrats, he did 
not feel that he could do so. I then told 
him that 1 would put the story out, pro- 
vided he would agree that if any court 
action should result from its publication I 
could call on him. He said that in such a 
contingency I could rely upon him to come 
to the front and substantiate the story. 

“Perhaps I will give out names and 
amounts to-morrow. If I do not name the 
contractors who pald and the amounts they 
paid, I will name the middleman in the 
transaction. I will confer with my in- 
formant and get his consent to be more 
specitic.”’ 

John B McDonald, the general contractor 
for the subway, was asked what he had to 
say in reply to the charge that he had 
solicited contributions from the sub-con- 
tractors on the subway for the Tammany 
campaign fund and that he himself had 
contributed $50,000 to the fund. Mr, Mc- 
Donald said: 

‘That story is not only untrue, but it fs 
absurd on its face. First, let me say that 

am a member of Tammany Hall and 
that my father was a member of the or- 
ganization before me. For seven years 
past I have been a member of the Finance 
Committee of the organization, and I have 
always contributed to the campaign fund, 
I made my usual contribution this year. 
It was a modest one.” 

‘It is said to have been $50,000. Would 
you_ class that as modest?” 

‘Tt was nothing Iike that amount.” 

“Would you object to stating what it 
was?" 

“T don't see that it is anybody’s busti- 
ness what it was, but I have no objection 
to telling you. The check was for §2,500.” 

“Did you solicit contributions from any 
of the sub-contractors?” 

‘“‘I_ dig not. That statement is absolutely 
false. Moreover, if any sub-contractor has 
made a contribution to Tammany I have 
no knowledge of it. I do not believe any 
contributiofis were obtained from that 
source, . 

‘* Now, as to the absurdity of the story. 
In the first place, the sub-contractors on 
the subway, or the general contractor, 
could not possibly have anything to gain 
by a change ‘of administration, ‘for the 
reason that their work is not done stb- 
ject to the supervision of the city au- 
thorities, but subject to the supervision of 
the hapid Transit Board, which is a State 
board, and which is not affected in the 
least by municipal elections. Furthermore, 
it is stated that the object for which the 
alleged fund was raised by the sub-con- 
tractors was to obtain leniency in the 
fulfilling of their contracts that thereb 
they might make a larger profit. Well, 
as to that, every part of the subway, with 
the exception of the Broadway extension, 
which is a new work, will have been cum- 
pleted before the next administration cames 
into office. 

“The contracts for the Broadway ex- 
tension were made under this administra- 
tflon, and must be executed under the 
supervision of the Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, which as I have stated, 
is a State board. It is Willam Barclay 
Parsons, the engineer of that board, and 
his assistants who supervise the ubway 
work. The City Engineer has absolutely 
nothing to do with it.” 

At the office of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission it was stated that Mr. McDonald's 
assertion that the municipal administra- 
tlon had nothing whatever to do with sub- 
way work was true. 

When thi8 fact was called to the atten- 
tion of Mr. Wakeman last night he said: 

‘““Well,«I don't know what they paid 
the money for, but they paid it néverthe- 
less, and that fact can be substantiated.” 


MAYOR AT MIONR MEETINGS. 


After leaving Maennerchor Hall the Mayor 
rode to Sokol. Hall, at 420 East Seventy- 
first Street, where Vincent W. Woytisek 
was acting as Chairman of a meeting of 
about 800 persons. Ex-Capt. James D. Clif- 
ford of the Fire Department was speaking 
when Mr. Low arrived, making his points 
on the Mayor's announced intention of 
standing by a Government of law rather 
than a Government under which the opera- 
tion of the law should be used to promote 
privilege. 

Mayor Low, on being introduced by the 
Chairman, took up this argument prac- 
tically where ex-Capt. Clifford had left off, 
supplémenting what the latter had satd by 
illustrations drawn from his experience in 
office. He said that it had been calculated 
that members of the Police and Fire De- 
partments had paid not less than $1,000,000 
for appointments or promotions while the 
Tammany system was in operation. 

Taking up the question of the tenements, 
he said: 

‘When Tammany Hall was iast in office 
there was a tenement house law. It was 
not so good a law as the one which exists 
at present, but still there was a.law which 
should have afforded some protection to 
those who lived in tenements. Yet while 
Tammany ruled only 5 per cent. of the 
new buildings were put up in complHance 
with that law. 

“There were 350,000 dark rooms in the 
tenements of the City of New York as a 
result of the Tammany system; rooms which 
gave no access to air any more than to 
light. But the new administration soon be- 
#an to change all that. No sooner was 
the new law passed than the issue was 
joined, and an owner was compelled to furn 
out all of his tenants in a big tenement un- 
til every provision of the law had been 
met.”’ 

At the Young Men's Christian Association 
Hall, at One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street 
and Eighth Avenue, the head of the Fusion 
ticket was intreduced by the Chairman, 
Justice Julius M. Mayer, as ‘the present 
and next Mayor of New York.”’ This meet- 
ing, which was the most demonstrative of 
the evening, was addressed by Edward J. 
McGuire, the candidate for President of the 
Board of Aldermen; Josiah T. Newcomb, 
candidate for: Assemblyman, and Max §8. 
Giffenhagen and John R. Davies, candidates 
for Aldermen, in addition to the Mayor. 

Begiuning hs speech with quotations con- 
cerning Tammany Hall by Edward M. 
Shepard, Controller Grout, Hugh McLaugh- 
lin, and other Oemocrats, Mayor Low 
asked how such an organization as that de- 
scribed in these extracts from speeches by 
members of the same political party as it- 
self was entitled to belief when it promised 
to do that which it had never done before 
in its history. kie contrasted the action of 
Col. McCleilan, declaring that Tammany 
had nothing for which to apologize with 
his position as the man who guaranteed 
that nothing which had to be apologized 
for should occur again. 

Frederic W. Hinrichs, the Fusion candi- 
date for Controller, who arrived at. the 
hall just as Mayor Low concluded, made a 
stirring speech, which was frequently: ap- 
plauded.

TAMMANY TALKS OF 30,000 


Tentative Estimate of McClellan’s 
Plurality In Entire City. 


Executive Committee in Address to 
Voters Denies That Present Admin- 
Istration Is on Business Lines. 


Although there was no formal presenta- 
tion of figures at the meeting of the Tam- 
many Executive Committee in Tammany 
Hall yesterday afternoon, practically all 
of the district leaders in the course of the 
day told Mr. Murphy what their tentative 
estimates of the McClellan vote would be. 
These figures would show that the election 
of Mr. McClellan is counted on by the 
Tammany leaders by approximately 30,000 
plurality. 

According to the district figures for Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, they are counting 
on McClellan having 50,000 in these bor- 
oughs, while figures obtained from Brook- 
lyn yesterday, which, the Tammany lead- 
ers declare, give Mr. Low the advantage 
of every possible consideration in that bor- 
ough, show that Low will get a maximum 
plurality of 25,500 over there.

The Executive Committee meeting lasted 
only half an hour. It was said that an ad- 
dress to yoters, which was given out, was 
the principal thing done. Charles H. Knox, 
Chairman of the Law Committee, told the 
members that he had arranged to have a 
lawyer at-each of the polling places in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. numvering ii in 
all, on election day. They will be in as 
watchers, and will be prepared to see that 
the rights of voters are protected, Three 
additional lawyers will be constantly on 
hand at each Assembly District headquar- 
ters, while two more lawyers will be at 
the office of Superintendent Morgan of the 
Department of Elections. 

It also was formally announced that the 
parade which it was intended to hold on 
Saturday night, to close the campaign, is 
definitely off, and that in its stead the 
campaign will be ciosed with a meeting, in- 
door and outdoor, at Durland’s Riding 
Academy. The committee then adjourned 
until Saturday afternoon.

ISSUE IS DECENCY 


Declares Election Does Not Turn 
on Political Considerations. 


He Maintains That the Honor of Brook- 
lyn !s Involved in the Defeat of 
the Tammany Ticket. 


Hugh McLaughlin issued another state- 
ment yesterday in which he insisted that 
the campaign in Brooklyn was being mace 
on a moral issue solely, and again accused 
Charles F. Murphy, Tammany’s leader, of 
falsehood.

“Had my advice been taken, the Kings 
County delegation would not have entered 
that convention when it was learned that 
Murphy had made up his mind to push his 
programme through without reference to 
what they might desire or suggest or pro- 
test against. Men who enter a convention 
in good faith are, in my judgment, entitled 
to a fair hearing, and it is un-Democratic 
for any leader, however important, to adopt 
tactics that amount to a practical denial of 
the right of reason to the minority, however 
small. 

‘But the younger men about me thought 
it would be more in accordance with prece- 
dent to enter the convention and file their 
protest there, as they did, and | acquiesced.

MCLELLAN CONDEMNS 
“RED LIGHT” ISSUE 


Cockran Also Discusess Prob- 
lem of Social Evil 


Cheers and Great Enthusiasm at Meet- 
ing of Trades Union Democratic 
Club in Brooklyn Academy 
of Music. 


The Democratic meeting held at the Acad- 
emy of Music in Brooklyn last night under 
the auspices of the Trades Union Demo- 
cratic Club was in marked contrast with 
the first Democratic rally held in the same 
place Saturday night. Half an hour before 
the time set for the opening of the meeting 
every available place in the building was 


occupied, and the reception given to the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor, Col. Mc- 
Clellen, and the applause aroused by Bourke 
Cockran by his discussion of the issues of 
the campaign were marked by intense en- 
thusiasm. 

The feature of Col. McClellan's and Mr. 
Cockran’: addresses which wrought the 
crowd up to the utmost pitch of enthusiasm 
was their discussion of the ‘‘red light” 
issue. Mr. Cockran’s explanation in re- 
sponse to a question of why he had op- 
posed the Democratic Party in past cam- 
paigns, National and local, was also listened 
to with great interest and evoked great ap- 
plause. 

The meeting was opened by Robert M. 
Campbell, Vice President of the Trades 
Union. Col. McClellan entered the hall as 
Mr, Campbell was addressing the audience 
2 . got 2 great ovation. The e-tire audi- 
ence arose, the American flags which had 
been distributed among the crowd were 
waved, and the cheering was pro- 
longed. 

As Col. McClellan was about to begin his 
address, a man in the gallery aroused a 
general laugh by shouting: ‘‘ Hurrah for 
Dowie! ”’ 

Col. McClellan devoted the first part of 
his address to a description of the crowding 
at the Manhattan end of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, a review of the clamor which was 
made during the previous administration 
about the unsafety of the structure, and a 
criticism of the Fusion administration for 
failing to meet the bridge problems. He 
recalled the promises which Mr. Low had 
made during his campaign of two years ago 
in this connection, and asked if those prom- 
ises had been fulfilled. There were general 
shouts of “‘ No, No 


THE RED LIGHT ISSUE. 


Speaking of the “red light” he 
Faild that since Messrs. Grout and Fornes 
had served under a Fusion administration 
the only inference which could be drawn 
from the charges made on this subject by 
his opponent was that the Democratic May- 
oralty candidate would be the one through 
whom the infamy of the “ red light "’ 
tem would be revived. 

“My whole life gives the lie to that slan- 
der,” said Mr. McClellan. ‘I defy them to 
search my whole past and find any warrant 
for the utterance of such a calumny against 
my character. No fair-minded American 
will say that a man whose past justifies no 
doubt as to his honesty and clealiness of 
purpose should be accused of such.-inutention 
as that which they attribute to me 

“I presume there is some phase of this 
vice which unhappily has always existed in 
the world, and in our day we will not be 
able to remove it. The evil ts not a polit- 
ical one; it is a social one. But if you wish 
to consider bow this vice was fostered, you 
have but to turn your attention to the ut- 
terances on the subject of the Raines law 


by the warmest champion of the Fusion- 


ists. This Raines law, as you will recall, 
was passed by a Republican Legislature in, 
1896, and the Republican Governor ap- 
proved its enactment. New York was then 
in possession of a Fusionist Government. 
On the purpose of the law I will not now 
dilate, Its effect upon the conditions in 
New York City are set forth in unmistaka- 
ble language by Dr. Parkhurst. He said 
in an address delivered at Plymouth 
Church, in this borough. 

“<It is the way it has been done rather 
than the thin done that is un-American 
and that is calculated to stir and heat the 
blood of every loyal citizen of the State 
who believes in a republican democracy. 
If the Ten Commandments had_ been 
jammed through in the way the Raines 
law bill has been jammed through I would 


break the whole of them. 


‘In 1902 Dr. Parkhurst complained to 
Gov. 


Odell against the multiplication of 
Raines law hoteis, and fixed the responsi- 
bility for the conditions in this city upon 
the State Commissioner of Excise. In his 
reply Gov. Odell stated that he had re- 
quested District Attorney Jerome and Po- 
lice Commissioner Partridge to take such 
action as they believed would remedy the 
evil. They have done nothing. 

‘“‘In the same year the Rev. Dr. Peters 
asserted that the State Department of Ex- j 
cise ‘winked at and permitted violations 
and evasions of the law for the purpose of 


obtaining revenue from the city and capital 
for the Republican Party as one which re- 


duces taxes.’ Now, in both instances I have 
quoted the exact language of the reverend 
gentlemen named, and it seems to me that 
no other argument would be necessary to 
sustain the position that if there has been 
any deterioration of morais in the city it 
has been largely due to the iniquitous meas- 
use passed by-a Republican Legislature at 


the behest of the Republican Governor and 
signed by him. 

Col. McClellan then attacked the Metro- 
politan elections law. His presentation of 
facts and his argument on this subject 
were similar to those used by him in 
previous addresses. 

Senator Hawkins, the speaker who fol- 
lowed Col. McClellan, told of the fate of 
the Three Platoon Police bill and the Two 
Platoon Fire bill in the Legislature, and 
charged the responsibility for thetr defeat 
up to the Fusion Administration. He also 
told ‘how the bill to permit the City cf 
New York to make an appropriation of } 
$200.000 to buy coal for the poor of New 
York had falled owing, as he said, to the 
opposition of R. Fulton Cutting. 

After beating this bill on account of its 
aternalistic feature,’ said Senator Haw- 
ins, “Mr, Cutting went down to. Wash- 

ington and had the Cuban reciprocity bill 
emasculated go that he and his associates 
in the beet sugar industry could fatten off 
the bounty of the Government.’ 

James H. Ridgway said the Fusionists 
had brought Elijah IIl. to New York to help 
them in their sham red Jight’crusade. He 
recounted the attacks which Mr, Jerome had 
made upon Mayor Low at the time “ when 
he (Jerome) thought he might be called to 
some higher office.” 

“Deg catcher for him!" shouted some 
one in the gallery. Mr. Ridgway paid a 
tribute to Hugh McLaughlin, but aR that 
no man was greater than his party, and he 
warned Mr. McLaughlin to beware of 
“Greeks bearing gifts.’’ 


COCKRAN ON “RED LIGHTS.” 


In beginning his address Mr. Cockran 
plunged right into the “ red light” issue by 
reading a letter on the subject which he 
had received yesterday from a gentleman 
whom he said he-esteemed highly. The 
questions asked in the letter, briefly stated, 
were as follows: 

Is Tammany responsible for the condition of af- 
faire of which the red light is the symbol? 

Have the Republicans nothing with which to 
reproach themselves on this head? 

Did Devery give countenance to this nefarious 


traffic? 
Was he or Croker the beneficiary of money 


from these people? 

“That letter,"’. said. Mr. Cockran, “'{s 
signed by a man whose life has been spent 
in the service of his fellows, and whose 
days are consecrated to the service of his 
God. 

“My friends,’’ Mr. Cockran said, “ these 
are questions that go to what our adver- 
saries declare.is the very éssence of this 
canvass. We are told here in Brooklyn 
that the question for you to decide is 
whether the red lights will.cross the bridge, 
whether the nefaridus traffic shall be in- 
tuaduced within the limits of this borough

which is already said to reflect discredit 
upon the civic life of Manhattan. 

‘Now I answer this question very brief- 
ly. I don’t believe that vice of this char- 
acter belongs to any political organization. 
I don’t believe that it is peculiar to any 
city or to any age. It was a feature of 
life when Nineveh was a great capital; it 
has existed so long as civilization has 

called men together in crowded communi- 
ties; it will continue .o exist until the de- 
velopment of Christian morality has in- 
vented a manner in which it can be sup- 
pressed and routed out of civic life in every 
American city. [Applause.] But I will say 
this:"So far as Democrats or Republicans 
have benefited by it it is impossible for 
any man to speak, except so far as the 
political benefits are apparent. 

“Now, there are two districts in New 
York which are said to be the home of the 
red light—one is known as ‘De Ate’ and 
the other as the Tenderloin. And one has 
been solidly Republican for twenty-five 
years, and the other has also been Repub- 
ican. [Applause.] My friends, the Demo- 
crats have never elected a Democrat with- 
in my recollection. 

‘The. waves of virtue may sweep across 
the community, but nevér once hag the 
Tenderloin swerved in its allegiance to Re- 
publicanism as the very origin and essence 
of graft, the chosen representative of office 
in every part of this country. [Applause.] 
Now, I am far from saying that every Re- 
publican lives by this form of vice; but 
this much I do say, that every form of 
vice that seriously affects the life of the 
community is always Republican. [Ap- 
plause. ] 

‘It is not the form of vice that is pe- 
culiar to Democratic communities, it is the 
vice that marks the workingman in his 
hours of recreation; it is perhaps the hasty 
fist raised against the face of the police- 
man; it is, in fact, only one of those ebul- 
litions of mirth. and merriment, but never 
proceeding from any but honest and stal- 
wart hearts. 


VICE AND CORRUPTION. 


“On the other hand, I challenge the tes- 
timony of every observer of life in any 
great city that every form vice that is 
really dangerous, every form of vice that 
strikes at the very life of a community, 
the dives and the gambling houses, are in 
reality chargeable to the men who wreck 
banks and plunder corporations until the 
public conscience is perverted so that graft- 
ers of millions set up in public places un- 
dertake to instruct the people of honest 
conscience what is the meaning of hon- 
esty. [Applause.] My friends, I am far 
from de nying the existence of ‘vice in the 
great City of New York; I am far from 
denying that what these Fusion orators 
are fond of describing as vice js now in 
existence at this moment. 

‘Wherever vice * of that character exists 
there is always corruption. You hear of 
these cadets which would seem to be pe- 
culiar to life in New York, but in every 
city that great army of vice which is the 
enemy of civilization and which all human 
ingenuity has tried to ke ep in check is fol- 
lowed by another army larger and baser 
that feeds on !t and prospers on it.’ 

Mr. Cockran’ said’ that the best, in 
the only remedy for vice of the kind 
which the Fusionists were trying to make 
SO much of in the present campaign, was 
better social conditions, and that bette rs 
cial conditions were only to be had throug! 
the triumph in city, State, and nation of 
the party which stood against that kind 
of public plunder which most fostered vice 
of all kind and de jar aes because it af- 
fected in its insidious w:< the whole lif e 
of the people. 

Mr. Cockrar then discussed 
question of taxation and its effect upon 
the social life of the people. A number of 
written questions were handed up to the 
stage. What seemed to appeal to the audi- 
ence as the most interesting question of 
the lot was the following:

Carren better or . wiser 
Laughlin? 

The reading of this question was greeted 
with laughter and applause.

‘that I shrink from no que&stion, It might 
sh suggested, however, that the concluding 
portion of that last inquiry verges on the 
personal, Now I have never been actuated 
in my political relations by personal rogar< 1 
for any man in the world. I have liked a 
great many men, I think I like every > Be 
but I never yet Nag enough of any 
man to dislike him. [Applause.] 

““T have opposed the nent Party 
when I thought it had ceased to be Demo- 
cratic. 

“For the venerable gentleman whose 
name is mentioned here 1 want to say now 
that I have the most profound regard 
I have the greatest affection. I do not 
propose to announce it here, though he 
and I may differ in this contest. I will 
go further and say that for the great part 
of this campaign I sympathized with him 
ardently. I cid not think there was a single 
thing, a single act of the Democratic Party 
in this canvass that I approved. From 
the stage leading up to eaaniaiatien is T have 
disapproved of everything they did. I think 
I can say that with perfect candor. 

“I sympathized with McLaughlin 
inally in his opposition to Messrs. Grout 
and Fornes because when they were nomi- 
nated they stood upon a platform that de- 
nied the applicability of party government 
to any large city; and J say that the man 
who discredits parties denies Democracy, 
and I could not vote for him and I so not!- 
fied the leaders of Tammany Hall. 

‘But when the nominations were 
made, when the notifications were 
at the Hoffman House, and when the can- 
didate for Controller then renounced the 
heresy which he had pronounced two years 
nefore, when he declared that experience 
had shown him that non-partisanship was a 
mistake and he was assured that its hol- 
lowness was illustrated by the perversion 
of all facts and fairness in dealing with 
him, and that henceforth he stood with the 
Democratic Party in professing its ability 
to manage the city as well as manage the 
State or manage the Nation, then 
never known a feeling of vengeance, but, 
believing that righteousness {s self-suffi- 
clent in polities as in morals, and Mr. Grout 
proclaimed himself a Democrat, I we!l- 
comed him to the Democratic Party."’

McCLELLAN ATTACKS LOW 
FOR CHANGING NEW BRIDGE. 
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Declares Narrowing Blackwell’s Island 
Structure Would Benefit Pennsy!- 
vania Road—Why Cassidy Re- 
tains a Blind Man. 


Col, George B. McClellan and Controller 
Grout addressed large Democratic mectings 
last night at Long Island City, 
and Flushing.. In Long Island 
Democratic Mayoralty nominee had as his 
platform companion beside Controller 


Grout, President Cassidy of the Borough 


of Queens, 

Col. McClellan paid particular attenzion 
in his speech to the Long Island City 
voters to the Blackwell's Island Bridze. 
“The completion of that bridge,’’ said he, 
“‘is of the utmost importance to every one 
of you. The history of this bridge is of in- 
terest as a commentary upon the work of 
the present administration, Under the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Low's predecessor the 
contract was awarded for the construction 
of the pliers of Blackwell's Island Bridge, 
and when Mr. Low came into power the 
work was well under way. 

“You are doubtless familiar with the fact 
that the present Commissioner left the sery- 
ice of the Pennsylvania Railroad to enter 
that of the city. It has been suggested 
that the President of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad secured his appointment. 

*“* Be that as it may, itr. Lindenthal early 
in. hig administration suggested and made 
plans reducing the width of the bridge from 
120. feet to 80 feet. 
2,500 petitioners. all residents of your bor- 
ough, a committee called upon the Mayor 
to protest against the proposed narrowing 
of the bridge and to request that the work 
be resumed as originally contemplated. 

“The Mayor denied that the work had 
been stopped or that there was any inten- 
tion to reduce the width of the bridge. 
Nevertheless, at the time this denial was 
made work had been suspended by order 
of the Bridge Commissioner for three 
weeks, and the newspapers of this city 
had printed an interview with the Com- | 
missioner in which, he described the pro- 
pose did change of plan 

‘Now, the Mayor either was ignorant of 
what was occurring in one of the most im- 
portant departments of the City Govern- 
ment, and, therefore, showed absolute un- 
fitness for office, or else he was not ig- 
norant of the acts of his subordinates and 
did not deal straightforwardly with your 
committee. 

** Soon after the Mayor's denial the change 
in the plans, which he had stated was not 
contemplated, was nevertheless made. Your 
committee manfully opposed the action of 
the municipal authorities, and after a long 
delay eleven feet were added to the width 
of the proposed narrowed bridge, making it 
91 feet wide instead of 120, 
signed, so that, if the Bridge Commission- 
er’s revised plan is carried out, the bridge 
will be 29 feet narrower than provided un- 
der the contract.made for the piers. Your 
committee has never assented to this reduc- 
tion in the width of the bridge. 

“To meet a change ‘in plans will involve 
an expenditure of over $160,000. Now, it is 
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a very curious: fact that the fee Island 
Railroad, which is controlled by the Penn- 
sylvania Cempany, owns and operates the 
) a dy from Thirty -fourth treet and 

James Slip, Manhattan. 

“If the Blackwell's Island Bridge is made 
wide enough adequately to care for the 
traffic that will necessarily cross it, the 
number of passengers carried by the ferries 
would be diminished and the receipts of 
the Pennsylvania Road, from this source, 
will be decreased. Now Mr. Lindenthal has 
spent his life, up to two years ago, in the 
employ of the Pennsylvania Railroad. I 
think that to an unprejudiced mind the in- 
ference must be clear, 

‘The people of Queens have it in their 
power to oo in this scheme which is inlend- 
ed to deprive them of adequate communica~ 
tion with the Borough of Manhattan. On 
the other hand, the people of Queens have 
it in their power to assist in turning out 
the present administration and substituting 
in place thereof an administration that will 
give them the transportation factlities to 
which in justice they are entitled.” 

President Cassidy said: ‘Mayor Low 
said we had a blind man on the payroll 
as Inspector of Sewers. Well, it isn’t, quite 
as bad as that. The man is not wholly 
blind, but he has very little eyesight left. 
He and a companion in the performance 

of their duty went down a manhole, When 
they emerged the old man first mentioned 
was almost totally blind, and the other 
took to his bed and never got up. He died 
in two weeks. 

‘*Mayor Low thinks the old man, nearly 
blinded as he was in the performance of 
his duties, should have been dismissed. 
Perhaps you people of Queens feel so, too. 
If you do -we l, I'm-sorry—for I’m going to 
keep him.’

MEETING OF BOARD. 


Lack of Quorum Blocks the Port Chester 
Franchise. 


A fruitless effort was made yesterday to 
bring about some decided action by the 
Aldermen in the matter of granting a fran- 
chise to the New York and Port Chester 
It was the intention of 


Alderman Herbert Parsons, in case a meet- 
ing was held, to move that the Railroad 
Committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the matter. 

At a few minutes after 1 o'clock, or 
somewhat earlier tham usual, President 
Fornes ordered a roll call. It was found 


that there were twenty-two Republicans 


in (heir seats, whereas the only Democratic 
members on hand besides Borough Presi- 
cent Haffen were Aldermen John McCall, 
the Tammany leader of the board, and 
Timothy P. Sullivan. A@ittle later the roll 
ugain was called, and less than forty mem- 
bers, the number necessary for a quorum, 
were present It was observed that Alder- 
man Sullivan in the meantime had _ssta- 
tloned himself at the door of the chamber 
where he prevailed ef@ectively upon the 
Tammany Aldermen who approached to 
““make themselves scarce.”’ 


Another attempt was made to hold a 


meeting at 1:30. o'clock, and for the third 
time it proved futile, Thereupon President 
Fornes declared an adjournment necessary 
for lack of a quorum. This action was taken 
against the protest of the Republican -Al- 
dermen, several of whom did not hesitate 


to say in plain language that the whole 
thing was a put-up job on the part of the 


‘'ammany members. President Haffen and 
Alderman Peck jumped to their feet and 
Geclared emphatically that the lack of. a 
quorum was purely intentional. Every cit- 
izen of the Bronx, they asserted, was in 
favor of granting the 1 Sancepagdl and that 
tu treat the matter as Tammany was treat- 
ing it was nothing short’ of an outrage. ' 

At 1:40 o'clock, or about ten minutes after 
the adjournment, the Aldermanic chamber 
contained between sixty and seventy mem- 
bers. They seemed to come in a rush from 
all parts of the building. 

Prior to the attempt. to hold a meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen there was a meet- 
ing of the Aldermanic Railroad Committee, 
At that were present Aldermen Peck, Good- 
man, Wafer, Klett, and Diemer, the latter 
being the Chairman of the committee, and 
Alderman Sullivan, who took occasion

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ANGER IN IMPURE MILK 


American Public Health Associa- 
tion Emphasizes Cleantiness. 


Unsanitary Sleeping Cars Also Come In 
for Criticism at Meeting in 
Washington. 


MWASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—At the thirly- 
first annual meeting of the Américan Pub- 
lic Health Association here to-day Gen. 
George M. Sternberg, Surgeon General, 
United States Army, retired, delivered an 
address in which he said the great pros- 
perity of some of the Southern States dur- 
ing recent years had been due to their 
protection from yellow fever, whieh for- 
merly operated as a serious barrier to in- 
dustrial and commercial progress. 

He digressed from his paper to remark 
that sinve it was written the present at- 
tack of yellow fevcr in Texas had devel- 
oped, and declaréd he would not have be- 
lieyed it possible with the association's 
present knowledge that yellow fever wouid 
have been allowed to obtain a foothold 
there. 

Dr.. D. BH. Salmon of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, Washington, said clinical 
evidence, statistics, and experiments all 
favored the conclusion that bovine tuber- 
cujosis was 2a factor in human tubercu- 
losis. The fact that 25 per cent. of the 
eases in children investigated by the Ger- 
man commission and 50 per cent. of simi- 
lar cases investigated by de Schweinitz of 
Washington showed animal infection was 
sufficient to prove the necessity for meas- 
ures to be taken to guard against infection 
of children through milk. 

Dr. Juan Guiteras of Havana, the yellow 
feyer expert said that although in Cuba 
the’ invariable custom was to boil milk, he 
believed tuberculosis in Cuban children was 
as frequent as anywhere else. 

The Cemmittee on Car Sanitation re- 
ported through Dr. J. N. Hurty of Indijan- 
apolis. Leprosy, he declared, was not as 
eagily transmitted as tuberculosis, and com- 

ared to the latter in its destructiveness of 
fumes life amounted to nothing at all. 

Yet, he said, a riot would follow the intro- 
duction of a Jeper into a railway car. The 
word tuberculosis, he contended, made little 
or no impression, in face of the almost 
eertainty that not less than 150,000 of those 
now living in the United States would be 
dead ef consumption within another twelve 
months, and three times that number would 
be attacked in the same period. 

The railway car, he declared, was a potent 
factor in the transmission ef consumption, 

Dr. Juan Brena of Mexico and Dr. Gran- 
ville P. Conn of Concord, N. H., urged the 
adoption of measures compelling the proper 
buliding, ventilating, and cleaning of rail- 
way cars. an ; 

The consensus of opinion was that the 
eir in sleeping cars became vitiated and 
was 2 fruitful source of disease. Dr. J. 
H, McCormick of the State Board of Health 
of Kentucky declared that an official in- 
vestigation into the subject made by him 
disclosed the fact that the blankets were 
cleaned only once every six months. 

Pr. C.. B. Dudley of Altoona, Penn., 
chemist for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Cempany, demanded that the delegates fur- 
nish him the data on which they based 
their statements. The cleaning of cars in 
transit he characterized as one of the most 
annoying things railroads had to contend 
with. He sald his cempany had tried va- 
riots schemes for sterilizing the drinking 
water in cars, and had resorted to for- 
maldehyde in disinfecting them. He as- 
sured the delegates that the railroads were 
ready to utilize any practical system that 
would contribute to the general public 
heaith. ; 

The report of the committee on “ Cause 
and Prevention of Infant Mortality’’ was 
read by Dr. Henry Mitchell, Chairman of 
the State Board of Health, Asbury Park, 
N. J. The remarkable diminution in the 
number of deaths among infants during 
the past ten years, Dr. Mitchell declared, 
has been generally ascribed to the recogni- 
tion by medical practitioners of the ad- 
vantages which attend cleanly methods in 
the cellection, storage, and preparation of 
cows’ milk for infants. 

In a paper on “ Immigration as It Affects 
the Public Health,” Dr. A. J. McLaughlin, 
Assistant Surgeon, Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice, declared that the real danger lay in 
that class of immigrants whose physique 
was much below the American standard, 
whose employment is in the sweatshop, 
and whose residence was the crowded, un- 
sanitary tenement. 

The feature of to-night’s session of the 
association was the annual address of the 
President, Dr. Walter Wyman, Surgeon 
General of the United States Public Health 
and Martine Hospital Service. 

Mora: reforms, Dr. Wyman thought, would 
more easily follow better sanitation. Large 
cities here and abroad, he said, had shown 
the effeet on health and commercial pros- 
perity of purely sanitary measures. Among 
others hé méntioned New York, with its 
tenement house victories; San Francisco, in 
its sanitary struggle in Chinatown; Mem- 
phis, with its sewerage reformation in the 
warfare against yellow fever, and Havana. 

Dr. Wyman expressed the opinion that 
popular jmterest in sanitary reform might 

0e enlisted through the agency of labor 
unions, which already have manifested their 
own interést in sanitation, and are nearer to 
the gréat voting public than any other or- 
ganized bodies in cities. 

District Commissioner H. B. F. 
land made an address of welcome.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 27.—If the 
mendations of Surgeon General of 
the Navy are carried out there will be a 
new set of titles to be memorized by the 
American who keeps in touch with the 
United Service. It appears that the medi- 
cal arm of the navy has become dissatisfied 
with the mere professional titles by which 
various officers are designated, and has 
brought pressure to bear to have dignity 
added to its members. Surgeon General 
Rixey in his annual report therefore rec- 
ommends: 

“That Congressional action be asked for 
authority to rename the different grades of 
the medical cerps now existing. as follows: 
In place ef Surgeon General, Surgeon Ad- 
miral, and in the other grades, Medical 
Director te become Surgeen Captain; Med- 
ical Inspector, Surgeon Commander: Sur- 
geon, Surgeon Lieutenant Commander; 
Passed Assistant Surgeon, Surgeon Lieu- 
tenant, and Assistant Surgeon, Surgeon 
Lieutenant, (junior grade.) 

Attention is also drawn to the need of 
better hospital and receiving ship accom- 
modations fer the navy, of a dental corps 
and two additional hospital ships. Surgeon 
General Rixey also deems it important 
that the medical corps should be repre- 
sented en the General Board of the navy.

The exercises will be continued at Guan- 
tanamo until the last of February, when 
the whole fleet will proceed along the north 
coast of Cuba into the Gulf of Mexico, 
going either to Key West or Pensacola, 
at ene of which points the annual rec- 
ord target practice will be held, This will 
consume the greater part of the month of 
Mareh. The training squadron probably 
will join the fleet in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and participate in the target practice.

Convicted Murderer of William M. Rice 
Again Fails to Prove Will He Of- 
fered Was Genuine.

The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day handed down a decision deny- 
ing the appeal of-Albert T. Patrick in the 
matter of the probate of the will of William 
M. Rice, of whose murder he stands con- 
victed. The court concurs in the judgment 
of the lower courts that the alleged will of- 
fered by Fatrick is a forgery. The court 
affirms the judgment without opinion. 

The next stage in the will be 
argument of Patrick's appeal irom th 
conviction of murder in the fir degree, 
and the consequent sentence of death 

The return in the case has not yet been 
filed, but it is understood that the attor- 
neys are sifting the evidence which, when 
approved by Recorder Goff, will constitute 
the case to be submitted. Should the court 
set aside his sentence there are indictments 
for forgery of this will and perjury in con- 
nection therewith, which are yet untried.

The will upheld by the higher court was 
executed by the murdered man in 1806. In 
it provision is made for minor bequests 
to relatives, but the bulk of the fortune, 
amounting to many millions, is set aside 
for a large trust fund for the creation of 
the William M. Rice Institute, a prospect- 
ive benevolent and educational institution, 
in Houston, Texas, where Mr. Rice had 
lived the greater part of his life. Capt 
James A. Baker, Jr., a Jawyer of that city, 
was one of the executors named in this 
will. 

The will declared invalid, or the so-called 
* Patrick will, purport to have been 
executed in this city in 1900. It names Al- 
bert T. Patrick, the lawyer. now in the 
death house at Sing Sing under conviction 
for the murder of Wililam M. Rice, as 
executor, and practically sole legatee. Ac- 
cording to Patrick, the fortune was be- 
queathed to him by Mr. Rice to carry out a 
mysterious trust, the nature of which he 
has never divulged to anybody, though the 
will and the mysterious trust were the 
principal features of the testimony at Pat- 
rick’s trial. 

This will has been pronounced a forgery 
by handwriting experts, and David f.. 
Short and Morris Meyers, two of Patrick's 
friends, who appear witnesses to the 
signature of Mr. Rice, and who testified to 
the genuineness of the doc ument, are un- 
der indictment for forgery in the first de- 
gres as a result of their evidence in court.

Mr. Payne's view of the matter is that the 
whole office and especially the adminis- 
trative character is to be investigated. 
There is reason to say that this is really 
an ostensible purpose, and that as the in- 
vestigation proceeds there will be no dis- 
position to hide worse matters if perchance 
they should be brought to light. 

The system of purchased promotions,

The general investigation of the Post Of- 
fice Department has from time to time 
shown a number of irregular and crooked 
matters in connection with supplies and 
contracts pertaining to the New York of- 
fice and these are also to be looked into. 
The violation of civil service rules openly 
and flagrantly is to be inquired into. | 

At present it is supposed that these things 
took place without the knowledge of Post- 
master Vat Cott. 

The men who have been detailed to go to 
New York huve established reputations for 
thoroughness, and they will make the most 
searching inquiry. It is understeod here 
that they will be_ provided with quarters 
outside the Post Office Building and will 
from time to time make supplementary re- 
ports to Mr. Bristow and receive from him 
instructions as to the scope and direction 
of the successive steps of the investigation. 

Mr. Bristow has had no vacation this 
year, and after a short rest will taken up 
the New York investigation actively, and 
from time to time will go to Néw York in 
eonnection with the management of the 
work.

Building 
that the Post Office Inspectors from Wash- 
ington, D. C., who are to investigate the 
charges of corruption in the New York 
Post Office, by order of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne, will arrive in New York to- 
morrow. 

It is said that. there will not be more 
than six of the Inspectors to do the work 
here. Just who the men are jis not known 
at the New York office. Their method of 
procedure is also a sealed proposition, as 
tar as the local Post Office alithorities are 
coricerned. It is also asserted that the 
major portion of their work will be done 
very secretly. 

The local Post Office Inspectors have not 
been told to prepare for the advent of the 
Washington investigators, neither have 
quarters been set apart for their use in the 
Federal Building here. When the Inspect- 
ors get to New York they will make their 
headquarters outside the local Federal 
Building, from which they will direct their 
movements for an investigation of the Post 
Office Department in all its branches. 

At the last investigation of the New 
York Post Office, held last Spring, the fol- 
lowing Inspectors took part in it: Messrs, 
Mayer and Farrell of Chicago, Williams 
of Chattanooga, and Simmons of St. Louis.

THREE KILLED BY A TRAIN, 


Men Struck Near Baychester While 
Walking on a Track on Return 
from Fishing. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock last night a north- 
bound train on the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, while traveling at 
a rapid rate of speed between Baychester 
and Westchester, struck three men who 
were walking along the track, killing them 
instantly. They were literally ground to 
pieces. The train was immediately stopped, 
and great excitement prevailed among the 
passengers, who got off to see what was 
the matter, Traffic on the railroad was 
blocked for about half an hour. 

Flagman Corliss, at Baychester, said that 
he saw the three men only a few minutes 
before the accident happened, and that they 
were walking south on the track. They 
carried baskets and fishing poles, and had 
evidently been fishing. 

About two hours after the accident oc- 
curred George Walz came to the Westches- 
ter Station, whither the bodies were re- 
moved, and identified one of them us that 
of his brother, Frederick W. Walz, twenty 
years old, of 1,070 Home Street, Borough of 
the Bronx. He told the Sergeant there 
that his brother had left home about 7 
o clock yesterday morning with the inten- 
tion of going fishing at Baychester, on 
Long Island Sound, and had taken two 
companions with him. Who they were 
Walz did not know, but remembered having 
heard his brother call one of them Stayder. 
Both of them, he said, were younger than 
nis brother. Nothing had been heard of 
them from the time they left home until 
the accident was reported. 

One person in the crowd which assembled 
after the accident also said he had seen the 
men on the track. He said that a train had 
just gone south. The supposition is that 
the boys stepped clear of the south-bound 
track onto the other track.

RAFFLES AND REDWOOD 
A Clever and Successful Stage Re- 


vision of Hernung’s “ Amateur 
cracksman.” 


Kyrie Bellew and E. M. Holland Play 
Cricket at the Princess, and 
Score Heavily. 


*‘In all dramatic art,’’. said Mr, Eugene 
Presbrey in his neatly carpentered little 
speech last night, ‘there is a great deal of 
coliaboration.”’ It sounded like the begin- 
ning of an essay in dramatic criticism. 
But it wasn’t, just then at least, for Mr. 
Presbrey dropped suddenly into sheer com- 
pliment. He said that the most potent 
and indispensible collaborator was the au- 
dience, and he aded that the particular 
audience he was facing had assured the 
success of Mr. Hornung's and his play. 
That was 4s true as it was neatly com- 
plimentary, first to the audience, which 
had hitherto been as ‘gnorant of its dram- 
aturgic abilities as Moliére’'s bourgeois 
gentleman was of the fact that ail 
his life he had spoken prose, and second to 
Mr. Presbrey himself; for from the first 
word spoken to Mr, Holland's final ‘I'm 
giad of it!’’ the play was a neat and 
finished performance, full of inevitable 
stage situations, skillful construction, easy 
wit in the dialogue, and capital acting. 
Many audiences are destined to collaborate 
heartily in the success of “‘ Raffles.”’ 

But those others! It was pardonable of 
Mr. Presbrey. to omit mention of them, for 
they were in every mind. Miss Train and 


her Social Highwayman, Sir Conan Doyle : 


and his Sherlock Gillette, Jim,the Pen- 
man, and Captain Redwood—there they 
were all, the old familiar faces! Some of 
them, it is true, were unwilling collabora- 
tors. Perhaps the Social Highwayman did 
not know he was collaborating. Sir Conan 
was asked, and, after the hesitation no 
doubt due to his kinsman, Mr. Hornung, 
refused to have Sherlock Holmes share 
the honors of the centre of the stage with 
another. Yet the trace of his genius was 
there. Jim the Penman was not asked, 
but nevertheless refused to join hands. So 
Mr. Holland and his big blond mustache 
were forced to smell as sweet under the 
name of Captain Bedford. If Mr, Pres- 
brey had pursued logically the fruitful 
theme he broached he would have said 
that the ablest dramatic collaborators have 
been either unconscious or unwilling. 

Yet enough of the play is original to save 
its mutton. The idea of | the thief 
and the detective twin stars is. both fresh 
and admirable. From the first moment to 
the last the struggle of wills, which M. 
Bruneti¢re ,has taught us to recognize as 
the essence of all first-rate drama, is 
there; and the scénes A faire of Sarcey, 
the acute theatric crises of the action, are 
tixed upon with inerrant instinct. It is a 
neat, consecutive, telling bit of craftsman- 
ship, and if in its portrayal of character 
and its dramatic moments it ts somewhat 
flimsy and obvious, its popular appeal is no 
doubt the greater. 

How clever to pique attention by making 
the hero a thief, the guest of a nobleman, 
who steais his host’s ancestral diamonds! 
And having piqued attention, how adroit 
to hold the sympathies by representing 
the thief as of independent means, well 
born, Eton bred, a mighty cricketer in 
county matches—an amateur both in crime 
and athletics, whose sole joy in life is the 
sport for sport's sake, the entrancing ex- 
citement of centuries at the bat and in safe 
cracking! Most of all, how astute to make 
the thief a very Sir Charles Grandison of 
gallantry' ‘I'he wife of his friend huris 
erself at his head and threatens to ex- 
pose him to Capt. Bedford, but not even 
to save the diamonds and his prectous self 
will he betray his friend, the husband. 
Raffies's heart is pure, and his lips are as 
untouched of woman as those of the Glad 
son of Dowie. The daughter of his host 
(whose ancestral diamonds he has pocketed) 
also makes his white headpiece a target, and 
he loves her with a passion almost as 
mad as his passion for cricket and loot. 
Sne has roused in him a longing for the 
ways of virtue that raises him to the high- 
est point of aspiration (short of restoring 
her diamonds.which he clutches in his 
pocket.) It is magnificent, and it is theatre 
craft. If it is not quite human natuge, who 
cares? 

The picture of the detective is as allur- 
ing. No“mere professional from Scotland 
Yard this! He also is an amateur, and 
what he longs for is not the thief, but the 
stern joy of a stern chase. Knowing that 
Raffies is the man he ts after, he bets a 
hundred pounds (for charity, mind you—no 
taint of professionalism on either side;) 
and with eagle eye and_inexorable logic he 
pursues Raffles, gains ‘point by point, and 
finally traps his man. There is a pistol 
and toward the last curtain Raffles retire 
behind the scene and a shot is heard, 
Bowled out at last, Raffles! Not a olt of 
of it. Captain Bedford comes in through 
the door and Raffles comes out through 
the clock. Raffles escapes and Bedford 
says, chivalrously, ‘* I'm glad of it!"’ 

It is fortunate that Captain Bedford is 
giad of it, for if he had wished it would 
have been the easiest thing in the world 
to lay hands on the fleeing Raffles. But 
by this time that gentleman has restored 
the diamonds, (out of regard, no doubt, for 
ihe prejudices of the audience,) so that all 
hands are glad enough to let him go. This 
denounement, and that of the third act, for 
the matter of that, in which Raffles throws 
the astute Bedford off the track, pretend- 
ing to have been chloroformed by a mere 
professional thief, (mo cricket in his,) savor 
not a little of clap-trap, and clap-trap that 
does not bear comparison with Mr. Gil- 
lette’s business of the cigar on the window 
sill in the Stepney gas chamber; but when 
you have bound yourself to make both de- 
tecrtive and thief come off with flying col- 
ors, you have given a parlous hostage. 

Mr. Bellew showed no evidence that it is 
sixteen years since he has worn modern 
clothes on the stage. He is easy and sim- 
ple and, in the main, convineing. As for 
the moments of pure and passionate love, 
there are those who maintain that he is 
always Mr. Bellew—quite superficial and 
Quite artificial—that whether he is Romeo 
or Raffles, a Gentleman of France or Gen- 
tleman George, his voice is tinged with the 
color of snectacular Hmelight. his breath- 


ing with the musk and patchouli of the at- | 


mosphere of the theatre. But that is the 
quality the authors have given. to Raffles 
himself It is no great sin that he failed 
to better it. And if he is altogether the 
gentleman amateur, and not at all the 
cracksman, there, too, he is all the more in 
the right. 

The Redwood-Bedford of Mr. Holland, 
however, is quite another matter. In the 
highest sense of the word it is a character 
creation. It is not at all Mr. Holland, and 
it is altogether the amateur cracker of 
cracksmén. Beneath the drooping. yellow 
mustache and the drawling nonchalance 
there is the dry and crusty snap of intel- 
lect. Beneath the inexorable determination 
to run his man down there is the true 
blood of sportsmanship which rejoices -at 
the clever escape of a worthy foeman. For 
those who pedcantically insist for the ar- 
dors of art as against the facilities of en- 
joyment, it is worth all the rést. 

As the professional burglar of the fa- 
miliar cockney type, Frank McCormack 
was in his way also an artist. Particularly 
etriking was the passage in which he was 
cowed by Raffles’s description of how it 
feels to be hanged—for the contemplated 
murder of Raffles. _Mr. McCormack richly 
deserved the curtain call, which he took 
with » gleam of svmpathetic humor. 

As the wife in love with Raffles Ethel 
Matthews was handsome and convincing. 
As the enamored maiden Clara Blandick 
was simple and. on the whole, adequate. 
Mr. Stanton Elliot was an acceptable 
Bunny. 

Mr. Eugene Presbrey’s neat speech was 
obviously a labor of premeditation, A sls- 
picion was rife that he had composed it be- 
fore writing the play. One sour soul con- 
jectured that Mr. Hornung had written it 
for him. Certain it is that the technical 
skill with which the details of the play 
are worked out, and especially the neatness 
and précision of the dialogue, are more 
than Worth a Million and seemed Personal 
to Mr. Hornung. But why go further jn the 
analysis of collaboration than Mr. Presbrey 
led us? After all, {t is, as he said, the fg- 
cility of the audience that makes the play.

SHEPARD DENOUNCES 
SENATOR WCLELLAND 


His Resignation Work of Roosevelt 
and Platt, He Says. 


Speaks at Democratic Ratification Meet- 
ing at New Rochelle and Makes a 


Plea for Partisanship. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, Oct. 27.—Edward M. 
Shepard made the principal address to- 
night at the Democratic ratification meet- 
ing held at the New Rochelle Theatre. He 
denounced the resignation of State Sen- 
ator Charles P,. McClelland to accept a 
Government position and declared that the 
election of his successor was a matter of 
not only State, but National, politics. He 
said that it was one of the wiles of Senator 
Platt, alded by the power of President 
Roosevelt. 

John G. Agar, as Chairman of the meet- 
ing, introduced Mr. Shepard, who said, in 
part: 

“You have to elect a State Senator, and 
that interests the people of the State and 
the Nation. The New York State Senate 
is in many respects one of the most im- 
portant of the country. There is perhaps 
no place where a man can be more useful. 
He is far more important in the immediate 
affairs of his constituents than a repre- 
sentative at Washington. 

“A year ago you elected a State Senator, 
(Charles P. MeClelland.) We Democrats 
thought that you did wisely and rejoiced. 
It turned out at Albany in the first four 
months of this year that there developed 
a division in the Republican Party. Inde- 
pendence exhibited itself in a revolt. Dem- 
ocrats are often blamed for being boss- 
ridden, This is now and then, There was 
never a more boss-ridden body of men 
than the Republican majority of the Sen- 
ate It was absolutely controlled by one 
man, not in politics for service to the 
State, but for motives that were not noble 
and not patriotic. 

“Three Republican Senators revolted. 
The power was then with the Democratic 
minority. It was a useful and wholesome 
situation. I am very sorry, very sorry, in- 
deed, that there came to the mind of the 
Republican boss something very like the 
purchase of a Democrat. The idea was that

The worst of jobs come from 
party collusion { am old enough to re- 
member about the Board of Supervisors in 
New York, abolished shortly before Tweed 
abolished They abolished partisan- 
ship, and abolished all honesty at the same 
time. Whenever you hear of a non-parti- 
san board, you may well be suspicious. 
The only way is to have some party under 
the watcnful scrutiny of another. Out of 
this in the long run comes. good goyern- 
ment. The Republican Party¥ dominant in 
the Nation and State is the past master of 
the art of subsidizing those of nominally 
politics. They will be non-parti- 
and there, offering Democrats

DOUBLEDAY, PAGE & COMPANY, Publishers, New York, 


NEW ROCHELLE CONTEST 


More About the Three Candidates 
Running for Mayor. 


Some Things That Have Been Done Un- 


der the Administration of Mr. Clarke, 
the Present Chief Executive. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to an article 
in your paper of the 26th Inst, relating to 
the political situation in New Rochelle, in 
which are discussed the relative merits of 
the three Mayoralty candidates, Mr. Clarke, 
Mr. Banks, and Mr. Dillon. In your very 
fair comment on the article, you suggest 
that there may be two sides to the ques- 
tions discussed, and I therefore request 
space enough in your paper to make some 
statements in reply. I have Uved in New 
Rochelle continuously since it ‘became a 
city, and have been deeply interested in its 
development, and am very familiar with 
the work of both the Dillon and the Clark 
admfnistraticn. 

The ‘‘ Mayoralty Fight in New Rochelle” 
is Indeed an exciting one, but in the arti- 
cle printed there Js scarcely the showing 
of facts that the occasion merits. It is true 
that there was an assumed debt of the old 
village of New Rochelle, when the village 
and town became a city, and Michael 2. 
Dillon was elected as a Democratic Mayor 
over Mr. Hugh M. Harmer, the Repub- 
lican candidate—a majority of just 22 votes. 

The consequences of those 22 votes were 
the accession of a Democratic Mayor, and, 
as your interviewed gentleman says, an 
increase in two years of over $900,000 in 
the city debt. It was $1,564,000 when Mr. 
Dillon was defeated by Mr. Clarke by a 


majority of 375—an emphatic expression at 


the ballot boxes that there was confidence 
in a new Mayor and a new administration 
of a different political denomination. 
After Mr. Dillon went out of 6ffice there 
wes about $82,000 in the City Tregsury, of 
which $80,000 waS in the Sewer Department 
fund, which could only be paid out by the 


Sewer Commissioners, by draft upon the 
City Treasurer, and was therefore inacces- 
sible In the general use of moneys in reck- 
less extravagance and pay rolls which were 
made to serve the purpose of the adminis- 
tration. 

This is what Mr. Clarke had to face when 
he took office, with the debt limit exceed- 
ed, and not an available dollar in the Treas- 
ury. But he had faith in himself, and 
those who elected him had faith in the 
man they had placed in office—a faith 
which the people of New Rochelle have in 
him to-day. Mr. Clarke is not and never 
has been a machine politician. For many 
years he ‘has lived in New Kochelle, and 
been identified as a member of the School 
Board for seven years, as President of the 
village tor four years, and his whole mo- 
tive during his administration has been to 
rebuild the credit of the city and give an 
éconemical and honest administration and 
not to run it as a political machine moved 
by putronage power; but by considering the 
qualifications of his appointees irrespect- 
ive of creed, color, or politics. 

During the Democratic administration it 
was the open purse for the ‘‘party’’ and 
the closed door against investigation by 
the taxpayers. For two years under Mr, 
Clarke the city purse has been open only 
to pay tho old indebtedness, of which $18990,- 
044.71 was paid upon outstanding acgpunts, 
bonds and certificates of 1901 and prévious, 
and to pay just claims only; and the door 
has been open to the taxpayers and citizens 
for any inquiry as to what he does and how 
he does it. 

The plain facts in the Mayoralty fight 
are that Mr, Clarke has, under many dis- 
advantages, given a competent business 
administration, clearing away not only the 
débris of the Democratic administration, 
but he has reduced the running expenses 
of the city wherever they could be curtailed 
without impairing efficiency, and the sav- 
ing of $102,000 is shown_in figures of 1902, 
as compared with Mr, Dillon’s of 1901, A 
result of Mr. Clarke's work is a reduction 
of the tax rate, after the necessarily high 
one to meet the emergency. 

Allusion is made in THE TIMEs article to 
the School Board—a matter of vital inter- 
est to ,the people of New Rochelle. It is 
not a “artisan board under the present ad- 
ministration, and the requisition made by 
the School Board is carried into the city 
budget. Its old indebtedness, unpaid when 
Mr. Clarke came into office, has been paid. 
As soon as funds were collected, salaries 
were paid, and the School Board had its 
checks promptly countersigned by the Con- 
troller and accepted by the City Treasurer. 

The matter of a high school was sub- 
mitted to the taxpayers at special elections 
and defeated by the people, not only once, 
but twice—once under the Democratic ad- 
ministration, when there was a preponder- 
ance of Democrats on the board, and the 
board now stands five Republicans and 
four Democrats, and all action taken by 
the board has been practically unanimous.

The rate from interior points other than 
Chicago is based upon the rate from Chi- 
cago, being such a percentage of that rate 
as would be suggested by the location of 
the, interior point of shipment. In any 
case, the rate from any one Of these points 
to Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, or 
Newport News is made by subtracting 


from the New York rate the fixed differen- 
tials above given. 

The differentials affect all traffic which 
originates at Chicago and at any of these 
interior points from the Mississippi River to 
Pittsburg, and from the Ohio River to the 
great lakes, and all traffic which passes 
through the territory upon its way to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

The cents per hundred pounds dif- 
ferential in favor of Philadelphia is 
equivalent to 2.1 cents per bushel on 
wheat and 1.12 cents on corn; the differ- 
ential of 3 cents per hundred pounds in 
favor of Baltimore, Norfolk, and New- 
port News makes a still greater differ- 
ence.

These differentials explain in a large 
degree why, while the whole tonnage of

The 1,000-ton barge canal across this

Suppose that Mr, 
Bryan had been elected President and 
had illustrated in that office the same 
standards of rectitude and delicacy with 
regard to money that he has exhibited in 
this transaction, with respect to the 
enormous opportunities which the office 
would have opened to him.

FEDERAL JURISDICTION AND THE 
CANALS. 

It would be idle to speculate as to the 
indirect effect of the latest decision of 
the Supreme Court, taking jurisdiction 
of a suit arising from a contract for re- 
pair of a canalboat, On the face of it, 
especially in the light of the dissenting 
opinions, four in number, it would seem 
that the decision worked something like 
a revolution in the relation of the United 
States Government to internal water- 
ways artificially constructed under au- 
thority of the several States. It cer- 
tainly would be revolutionary if the 
United States assumed to take all or 
nearly all the powers heretofore exer- 


cised by the States and supposed to be- 
long to the States alone. 

But whatever may arise in the future 
in the line of the decision, it is well to 
call attention to the fact that at present 
all that the Supreme Court seems to have 
declared is that suits connected with 
canalboats can be brought in the Federal 
courts in the same manner as suits con- 
nected with seagoing vessels. Even that 
interpretation of the law and the Con- 
stitution is disputed by four of the nine 
Justices of the court, and disputed, in the 
case of some of them, in a very earnest 
and emphatic manner and in language 
which laymen would not like to indulge, 
so severe is the reflection on the intelli- 
gence of the majority of the courts. 

It is difficult, however, to resist the 
impression that this decision is another 
instance of the tendency of the Federal 
courts gradually to magnify their office 
and the cognate tendency to extend the 
powers of the Federal Government over 
matters doubtfully treated in the Consti- 
tution, and over some matters that it 
seems perfectly plain the Constitution 
never intended to assign to the Federal 
Government. No one familiar with the 
history of the legislation relating to the 
currency, growing out of the necessities 
of the civil war, is likely to forget how 
this tendency was manifested in the 
legal tender decisions. The Supreme 
Court first declared the legal tender act 
unconstitutional, Then it declared it 
warranted by the Constitution under the 
conditions and for the temporary pur- 
pose existing at the time. Finally, the 
court declared that the right to make 
United States notes legal tender be- 
longed to the United States as one of the 
rights of sovereigns at the time when 
the United States hecame sovereign. A 
sweeping contradiction of the 
time-honored theory of the Constitu- 
tion cannot be imagined. But it is not 
likely ever to be reversed.

THE “SINKING FUND.” 

A correspondent wishes us to expose 
the fallacy of the argument used by the 
Tammany speakers, which he states as 
follows: 

That the Sinking Fund held $9,000,000 
when Mayor Low assumed office as se- 
curity for the payment of interest to for- 
eign and home bondholders; this Sinking 
Fund has been used by Mayor Low's ad- 
ministration toward the expenses of the 
city, and this alone has produced the great 
savings in taxes. In other words, it ac- 
counts for the average New York City 
house owner saving about $30 per house 
in taxes yearly. 

The statement of facts here made ‘is 
substantially correct. It is not true, as 
intimated, that Mr. Low or any respon- 
sible member of his administration has 
claimed that there was a reduction of 
taxation independent of the effect of 
this use of the Sinking Fund. The admin- 
istration, however, is entitled to credit 
for the use made of the Sinking Fund. 
The amount diverted to current expenses 
was wholly unnecessary to the absolute 
security of the city debt, and, had it con- 
tinued to accumulate, would 
reached something like twice the face of 
the debt before the debt was due. The 
change of policy, moreover, had been rec- 
ommended not only by Mr. as 
Controller, but by every Controller now 
living, and with especial emphasis by 
Mr. CoLer. What they all urged this 
administration succeeded in getting the 
Legislature to permit. It was a sound, 
honest, and prudent act which was heart- 
fly approved by all the financiers imme- 
diately interested in city securities,

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UNEQUAL VALUATIONS. 

In an admirable little speech on Mon- 
day evening Mr. Lawson Purpy, who is 
one of the most trustworthy and accurate 
authorities on questions of taxation in 
the city, exposed the misrepresentations 
of Mr. CocKRAN as to alleged fayoritism 
in valuations of real estate. 

That valuations 
been increased much more than in others 
is inevitable. The favoritism of the past 
had to be corrected. That such favorit- 
ism has been continued or that it has 
been extended to other property owners 
has not in the least been shown. That 
there has been a tendency to increase the 
valuation of tenement property and de- 
crease that of property in the rich resi- 
dential districts is the exact contrary of 
the truth. Mr. Grovut’s own investiga- 
tion has shown, as we have pointed out, 
that the increase of 44 per cent. in valu- 
ation of 1,061 pieces of tenement proper- 
ty has led to a decrease of more than 
10 per cent. On the other hand, Mr. 
Punpy cited the case of 173 parcels of 
property between Fifty-ninth and Sev- 
enty-sixth Streets and Fifth and Madi- 
son Avenues, including what is known 
as “the millionaires’ half mile,’’ in which 
the valuations were advanced from $18,- 
000,000 to $88,000,000, or 110 per cent. 

The simple fact is that the new valua- 
tions have been made with an honest ef- 
fort to get at the full value of property 
as required by the law. And one pre- 
caution against favoritism which no 
other administration has every thought 
of adopting has been enforced. State- 
ments have been made, which any tax- 
payer can secure éasily, showing the 
valuations in every block, so that each 
person can tell for himself if there are 
errors, and can bring them to the natice 
of the authorities. That in itself is a 
complete safeguard against intentional 
under or over valuation.

terest. Mr. JAMES O'CONNELL, the officer 
referred to, has officially declared off the 
protracted Westinghouse strike in Pitts- 
burg, and the lodges throughout the 
country have been instructed to end all 
disputes as easily as possible and as 
quickly as possible. In a circular to 
those for whom he acts in his official ca- 
pacity Mr, O'CONNELL says: 


Wage reductions are threatened in vari- 
ous quarters and prospects are not particu- 
larly bright for employment during the 
Winter months. While the machine shops 
of the country, according to the latest re- 
ports, have a good supply of orders on the 
books, there is an uncertainty, and mem- 
bers are advised to arrange all differences 
by arbitration.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Judging from the more extended re- 
ports of Dowrer's explanation of the strictly 
private and personal details of his history 
that have, without any apparent reason or 
justification, been breught to public view, 
the man treated the matter not only with a 
good deal of courage, but in a way to earn 
for him, for once, something of sympathy 
and admiration, even from those to whom 
his religious pretensions seem most absurd 
and his financial operations little if any 
better than the conscienceless exploitation 
of ignorance and fanaticism. The account of 
his origin given by Dow1z#, while {t may be 
merely the product of a histrionic imagina- 
tion and isqmore easily enjoyed as material 
for melodrama than believed as biography, 
yet contdins nothing impossible or even in- 
trinsically improbable. Such things have 
been and doubtless will be again, and there 
is argument in favor of the veracity of his 
tale in the fact that, if corroborated by evi- 
dence better than his, it would go far 
toward accounting both for Dowrm’s ac- 
knowledged abilities and for his grotesque 
eccentricities—to give them what, under 
this theory, is a necessary as well as charit- 
able name. With the heredity he claims 
his powers of leadership and admintstration 
lose much of their mystery, while at the 
same time the influences, prenatal and 
to which he was subjected, were 
calculated to unbalance and twist a mind 
naturally vigorous. However considered, 
the revelations which he must be credited 
with making only under extreme pressure 
contain nothing that need increase any- 
body’s bad opinion of the self-styled Elijah, 
and we think that on the whole his fair- 
minded critics will say that he met an em- 
barrassing situation about as well as any- 
body would have met it, and considerably 
better than many would have done. Cer- 
tainly the father, putative or real as may 
be, does not shine in the affair, since upon 
him r€sts the responsibility for the pub- 
lication of letters that should not have been 
published, and Dowrp has at least the ad- 
vantage of a grievance that can be weighed 
and measured by others than himself. This 
it was a grave mistake to give him, for he 
is sure to use it for all it is worth, as he 
uses most other things, and the result wil 
be an extension of his evil and dangerous 
glamour, 


——Away back in 1854 the late Rev. Mr. 
JoHN A. NASH of Des Moines had occasion 
to notify a number of distinguished men 
that they had been elected honorary mem- 
bers of the Iowa Lyceum and Museum of 
Natural History, an institution estdblished 
in the year mentioned and then busily en- 
gaged in adding to its own importance in 
this convenient manner. Mr. Nas pre- 
served the letters of acknowledgment and 
thanks received by him from the honorary 
members, and they have been brought to 
light in the recent examination of his 
papers. Most of the letters are perfunctory 
enough, but one from Horace GREELEY is 
interesting for its self-revelation. “It 
may possibly be in my power,” wrote Mr. 
GREELEY, ‘'to aid your efforts at some 
future day, though the prospect is not 
flattering. I have to devote so much 
attention to the crawling of office-seeking 
demagogues that I have really no time to 
look after other reptiles, and, as to birds, 
I have not yet succeeded in coaxing one 
swallow to my barn, though I built it with 
more regard to their wants than my own. 
True, I did commence raising pigeons, but 
my neighbors shot all my original stock 
and ate them, leaving nothing for a tax- 
idermist to operate upon. So nothing re- 
maing for me but to subscribe myself,” &c. 
This is an amusing picture of Mr. Grez- 
LEy’s varied activities at the time when 
he wrote—and perhaps he would not have 
changed many of its details had he writ- 
ten’some years later, though of course he 
would bave had to add many to them to 
make the picture complete. 


-——~—President RooswvEe.t, it is said, be- 
cause of, or at least after, receiving num- 
berless letters, some denunclatory and 
others pleading, has vetoed Secretary 
Lorp’s plan for putting the White House 
servants, messengers, doorkeepers, and 
ushers into livery. The matter is of no 
particular importance, one way or the 
other, but it does seem as if the President 
might better have been left to settle it 
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without unasked advice, and we, for our 
part, confess our inability to see why any- 
body should have complained if the Presi- 
dent had decided to follow the Secretary's 
suggestion. The letters he received are re- 
ported to have had much to say about the 
enormity of having “‘ flunkies"’ at the very 
centre and culmination of our democratic 
institutions, but that is just a little silly. 
“Flunkies’’ are not made such. by live- 
ries, their peculiarities lying much deeper, 
and existing, if they do exist, without 
much regard to whether they do or do not 
have one particular form of manifestation. 
It is to be supposed that the “livery” of 
the White House employés would have 
been, not a “livery” at all, and certainly 
not a personal “ livery,” but merely a uni- 
form, more or less clearly indicative of the 
place of service and the sort of services 
rendered. And a uniform, when properly 
designed for a proper end, is an excellent 
thing, bestowing many and practical ad- 
vantages such as no self-respecting man 
need hesitate to use or give. There was 
a time when even railway conductors re- 
sented orders to wear uniforms, and the 
cheap demagogism that found vent when 
the employés of our Street Cleaning De- 
partment were first ordered to wear a dis- 
tinctive dress is well remembered—by some 
whom it temporarily misled. Such mistakes 
are not made by sensible people, and there- 
fore we cannot believe that the President 
refrained from uniforming the White 
House staff for fear of betraying aristo- 
cratic or monarchical tendencies, If he has 
refrained he must have had better reasons 
for it than that, and we are just a little 
curious to know what they were, since, for 
all we can see, such action would be judi- 
cious so far as it was anything. 


——Whatever answer the Real Estate 
Owners’ Protective Assoctation expected 
or hoped to receive when they asked Mr. 
CHAMPE S. ANDREWS, the Democratic 
candidate for the Assembly in the Twen- 
ty-seventh District, how he stood on tene- 
ment house reform and the laws, passed 
and to be passed, to effect that reform, 
there is no doubt whatever that they re- 
celved exactly the answer they ought to 
receive from all whom they question on 
the subject—exactly the answer that an 
intelligent and honest man, whether a 
candidate for office or not, would have 
to make to such a question.

EXHIBITION OF WHISTLERS. 
Important Display ‘of Lithographs and 


Etchings at the Wunderlich Gallery. 


The first gun tf the campaign of Whistler 
exhibitions is fired this week by Mr. B. 
G. Kennedy at the Wunderlich Gallery, 
Fifth Avenue, near Twenty-sixth Street. 
The walls are filled with etchings, for 
some of which much larger sums are paid 
than for the average: painting made by 
artists of repute; the tables contain port- 
folios of lithographs drawn by the departed 
master on the stone and printed under his 
direct supervision, Large photographs 
stacked en the floor reproduce some of 
Whistler's most famous oils, and the little 
gallery is the haunt of those who in their 
collecting are apt to confine theniselves to 
minim works of art in black and white. 

The lithographs will find more visitors 
who are unacquainted with this side of 
Whistler’s art than the etchings. In his 
hands a print from the lithographic stone 
has all the charm of an Original sketch in 
fine pale charcoal, and in addition a quality 
that in all probability has Its origin in the 
even pressure of the smooth stone exerted 
by the hand-press on the paper, a delicate 
finish of the surface, one may say, which is 
lacking to a charcoal sketch. This quality 
is not the reason for the pleasure that 
artists take in making Hthographs, but az 
incidental attraction. What lures them to 
spend hours over a lithograph is the chance 
it gives to change the finer shades at wili 
and pass the picture from state to state 
like an.etching, as they eliminate one 
stroke or reinforce another. In Whistler's 
case it gave him opportunity to refine a 
figure or landscape, a townscape, or a 
marine, until the result is a web of the 
most discreet and absolutely necessary 
lines; these tell all the essentials In a pict- 
ure with a minimum of strokes, leaving it 


to the trained eye and imagination to fill 
in the parts that are superitiuous. 

There are more than four-soore litho- 
gra hs, including picturesque bits from 
aris, like “The Whitesmiths, Impasse 
des Carmelites,’’ with its architecture of a 
fine old house degraded to uses for which 
it was never designed; “ The Forge, Place 
du Dragon,” ‘La Blanchisseusé de la 
Place Dauphine,” and ‘‘ Cocks and Hens, 
Hotel Colbert,’ and others from London, 
such as ‘‘ Drury Lane s,” “ Cheisea 
Rags,” “Old Battersea Bridge,” “* Ken- 
sington Gardens,” and “* Church _

ed in the firelight, of Walter Sickert and 
the Comte de Montesquieu, a& woman’s 

ortrait called “ The Fan,” ‘* La Jolie New 

orkaise,”’ ‘‘ Mother and Child” in two 
states, ‘‘ Little Evelyn,” and a sketch of 
Mr. Henley. Very handsome is the print 
of a lady with a Medici collar, in a coat 
with full sleeves, who stands in profile 
and turns her face to the front. “ Five 
o’'Clock Tea” shows two ladies seated.

The etchings and dry points will, of course, 
form the chief attraction of this exhibition, 
partly because the taste for lithographs is.

one has ever put such a wealth of delicacy 
and charm into etchings as he. The Venice 
series alone would have established him 
easily as the master—such comprehénsivs 
views as ‘“ Long Venice,” “ The Bridge,”’ 
and “‘ Lobster Pots”; such restricted _sub- 
jects as “The Doorway,”’ “Two Door- 
ways,” ‘‘ The Traghetto,” “ The Balcony, 4 
“The Garden,” and “ The Dyer.” But we 
have the strangely beautiful ‘ht scenes 
“Street at Saverne,”’ ‘ Reading by 
light,” ‘“‘Reading in Bed,” the Saluté 
Church by night, and “ e Furnace.”

Here is a of the 
first etchings published for tidr by 
Delattre, with his own portrait on the 
cover as he sketches, surro by cu- 
rious gamins, twelve etchings in the set, 
All these are so aot so finely and 
briefly stated, so full of art that conceais 
its own artifice, that no one who darés for 
etching can withhold his admiration. It is 
impressionism in itS most dainty form, of 
the sort that must disarm the most rabid 
formalist who smells revolution in any de- 
parture from classical art and wants art 
always to remain within the horizons of 
the Average Man. 

It is a privilege to see work 80 a te 
ly spontaneous and whimsical, which on 
examination proves to be the Outcome of 
the most careful study, slowly produced 
by. one of the foremost and most conscien- 
tious artists of the past century. The col-; 
lection will prove a good _intredaction to 
the coming exhibition of Wistler’s oils and 
pastels by the Copley Society in Boston,

ARMENIAN LEADER SLAIN] 


London Excited by Development of 
Revolutionaries’ Feud. 


Give Indicates That the Assassin Came 
from This Country—An Incident 
in a Bitter Quarrel. 


‘ 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Sagatel Sagouni, ; 
President of the Armenian Revolutionary 
Society, was murdered at the doorstep of 
his lodgings, in Nunhéad, an unpretentious | 
littie suburb of London, last evening. : 

The murder presumably was committed 
by a fellow Armenian recently from the 
United States. It had a political motive 
and was characterized by a boldness to 
which London has seldom been treated. It 
created an unusual sensation in this law- 
abiding British capital, since it appears to 
have been only an incident in a long and 
bitter vendetta between factions of Ar- 
menian revolutionists. } 
_ The attempted murder in Boston, the re- 
cent killing in Switzerland, and the assas- 
sination of the most prominent Armenian 
in London are so far achievements credit- 
efi to the Armenian radicals here, itis said 
that two members of the Opposition party 
have already been killed in Russia, though 
the London Armenian Revolutionary Com- 
mittee denics both knowledge of and re- 
sponsibility for the crimes. It is generally 
believed that Sagouni’s death is only an 
incident in the propaganda of assassina- 
tion. 

Members of the Armenian Committee here 
express themselves as certain that the mur- 
der is the work of an Alfarist member of 
the radical minority. The police are fol- 
lowing up all clues suggested by Sagouni's 
associates. What may be a possibte coincl- 
dence is suggested by the fact that the Al- 
farist headquarters in London were recent- 

y Closed, the members scattering to Egypt,

The police of the Peckham Rye district, 
who have charge of the investigation, say 
that two men were with the assassin at 
the time of the shooting, and that they ap- 
peared almost to force him to fire. The 
murderer was noticed waiting for hours tor 
Sagouni, and was apparently = with 
information by his two accomplices. 

Before his death S uni told a friend 
that he did not know assailant, but he 
said enemies had been following him for a 
long time. ; 

The police are of the opinion that the as- 
sailant of Nazarbeck at Lausanne and the 
murderer of Sagouni are identical. 

Sagouni had frequently spoken of the de- 
termination of the advanced Armenian rev- 
olutionists to exterminate the leaders of the 
passive party, and for that reason he al- 
— carried a revolver and a dagger. The 
shots at him were so rapid that he was 
only able to draw his revolver after the 
murderer had fired three times, and as he 
turned to face his assailant he was shot 
near the heart. 

When at Dieppe, France, yesterday, on 
his way to Engiand, Sagouni thonght he 
was being shadowed by a man whose de- 
scription tallies with the see of the 
murderer, who is describ as being 5 feet 
3 Jnches in height, about thirty years of 
age, having very leng, black hair, and a 
black mustache with long, drooping ends. 

The only clues to the man in possession 
of the authorities are a felt hat and a sil- 
ver-piated revelver, both made in America, 
which he dropped {n his flight. The hat is 
a black derby, with the name of the ven- 
dérs s inside, showing it te have 
been sold by “The Bell Clothing Company, 
182 Columbus Avenue, and 31 to 38 Terry- 
nack Street." The name of the town Is 
partially erased. Its first two letters seem 
to be “Mo” and the last two are “il.” 
The murderer's pistol was an automatic, 
magazine, ten-shot weapon. 

Sagouni is said to have moved to Png- 
land from New York early in 1902. He 
Was a mining -engineer, became wealthy in 
the Caucasus, and devoted his money to 
the Armenian cause. His society 
tirely passive, and opposed to violence.

BULGARIAN ARMY PRAISED. 


Officers Anxious to Have It Out with the 
Turks and Show Their Prewess.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—The special corre- 
spondent of The Times at Jamboli, Bul- 
garia, cannot speak too highly of the 
portions of the Bulgarian Army that hé 
has seen during a journey from Burgas 
to Kizylagatch. 

He saw the infantry in camp, at drill, 
and in manoeuvres, and does not hési- 
tate to say that never, except perhaps 
the seasoned battalions of the British 
Army after the South African war, has 
he seen anything to equal them. They 
drill well, their discipline is unexception- 
able, and they show the greatest keen- 
ness. Their equipment is excellent down 
to the last detail. Their physique is ex- 
ceedingly fine. 

It was sad, perhaps, to the English 
eye, remarks the correspondent, te wit- 
ness the close formation they kept in 
their attack formations, but this consid- 
eration was swept away by one’s excite- 
ment at the elan and enthusiasm with 
which they stormed the last positions, 
with bugles playing, colors waving, and 
men cheering—such cheering that one 
ewore it was magnificent and almost 
hoped there might still be war. 

The officers of the Bulgarian Army are 
all professionais and work like slaves. 
Their greatest interest aside from their 
duties seems to centre in the mastery of 
foreign languages. They are tiring of 
the present state of affairs and long to

CHAMBERLAIN TO LABOR. 


Declares That His Policy Will Cheapen 
the Cost of Living.

27.—Joseph Chamber- 
addressed another large meéeting in 
Hippodrome here to-night. It was 
the Workingmen's Conservative 
Association, and the 5,000 persons present 
a the speaker an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, 


Mr. Chamberlain devoted the first por- 
tion of his speech to the “dumping” of 
the manufactures of the United States and 
Germany in this country, which, he said, 
must result in depression after the present 
prosperity. With regard to the cry of 
“dearer food,” he pledged himself that 
his proposals would not add anything to 
the cost of living; on the contrary, they 
would decrease the cost of living to the 
poorest families in the country. 

He devoted the greater part of his speech, 
which lasted for an hour and a half, to an 
argument addressed to the working classes 
of the United Kingdom, to whom he ap- 
pealed against their leaders. He declared 
that when the movement for free trade 
Was carried the working classes were 
neither represented nor consulted, but it 
was & movement of the manufacturers 
and the middle-class people. Now that 
working classes were represented in 
their support was absolutely 
essential to his proposals, which he said 
meant more employment. 

Emphasizing the statement that it was 
impossible to reconcile free trade with 
trades unionism, Mr. Chamberlain pointed 
out the inconsistency of supporting a pol- 
icy which admitted the product of the 
cheapest kind of labor without taxation. 


He said he believed the working classes 
of the United Kingdom were more ad- 
vanced than many of thetr leaders, and 


said if this were true he was confident 
his proposals would win. 

Mr. Chamberlain dweit especiaily upon 
the shipping industry. He pointed out the 
greater growth of foreign shipbuilding as 
compared with that of Great Britain, and 
referred to the disabilities the latter suf- 
fered because of foreign bounttes and be- 
cause the regulations imposed by British 
shipping legislation were not enforced upon 
foreign shipping in British waters. 

He referred pointedly to Great Britain's 
loss of trade with Cuba, where, he said, 
Britisn conditions of trade had not been 
respected. 

** Perhaps the Americans did not under- 
stand them in the same sense as we did,”’ 
he continued. ‘In any event, all our rep- 
resentations have been fruitless, and 
America proposes preferential arrange- 
ments treating Cuba exactly as I want you 
to treat Canada. This will result in’ no 
more British goods going te Cuba, and all 
the traffic between the United States and 
Cuba will be done in American bottoms. 
Not only that, but the large rice trade be- 
tween Rangoon and Cuba, now being car- 
ried by British ships, will henceforth go to 
New York, and thence to Cuba in Anmter- 
ican vessels,” 

Mr. Chambérlain contended that all this 
emphasized the necessity to Great Britain 
of some means of bargaining with the for- 
eigner. He said the adoption of his policy 
would encourage and stimulate the célenial 
shipping trade, and enable ship owners te 
get return freights in such cases as Can 
ada and Australia, and at the same time it 
would not prevent the development of for- 
eign trade. He said he wanted to see fewér 
foreign marufactured articles imported, but 
more raw materials, in return for British 
finished goods. 

In conclusion Mr. Chamberlain. declared 
that Holland had tried and failed to keep 
command of the sea, and her position as 
carrier and merchant of the world, without 
a productive capacity, and that Great Brit- 
ain would be no more successful than Hol- 
land if she neglected to bind her colonies to 
her.

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SAYS AMERICAN BISHOP 
REVEALED POPE'S PLAN 


Vatican Correspondent Sends Re- 
markable Dispatch to Madrid. 


TOLD OF DEL VAL’S FUTURE 


Cardinal Gibbons Sald to Have Been In- 
formed of Coming Appointment and 
to Have Pointed Out Difficulties.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—A dispatch of in- 
terest to American Catholics from the 
correspondent of the Diario of Madrid at 
the Vatican fs forwarded by the Madrid 
correspondent of The Times. 

It is declared in this dispatch that the 
news of the infention of Pope Pius X. to 
appoint Mgr. Merry del Val to the office 
of Papal Secretary of State got abroad 
about a fortnight ago, owing to the fact 
that an American Bishop aceidentaliy 
overheard the end of a conversation be- 
tween the Pope and Mgr. del Val as he 
entered the papal study for a private au- 
dience. 

The Bishop, on quitting the Vatican, is 
said to have informed Mgr. Kennedy, 
Rector of the American College in Rome, 
of what he had heard. 

They agreed to telegraph Cardinal 
Gibbons, it is declared, and Cardina} 
Gibbons, on receipt of the informatien, 
made inquiries at Washington and, as a 
result, felt it to be his duty to notify 


the Vatican ef the possible difficulties | 


which Mgr. del Val’s appointment might 
cause with regard to the religious ques- 
tions pending in the Philippines. 

The correspondent of the Diario asserts 
that he derived his information from the 
Rector of the American College in Rome. 

In this connection, the correspondent 
of The Times in Vienna, commenting on 
the appointment of Mgr. del Val, says 
that it is an irony of fate that has de- 
creed that the Liberal Catholic move- 
ment fer the internationalization of the 
Roman Curia should be begun by an ec- 
clesiastic whose laurels were won in 
combating the liberal tendencies asso- 
clated with the name “ Americanism.” 
It would be interesting to know, he says, 
in what light Cardinal Gibbens and 
Archbishop Ireland regard the incipient 
de-Italianization of the Vatican in the 


person of Mgr. del Val. 


NEW AMERICAN CARDINALS. 


ROMB, Oct. 27.—Some time after the re- 
cent conclave the Vatican was surprised by 
a report from the United @tates that a high 
prelate of the Church there had spoken re- 
peatedly of the possibility of several 
Americans being nominated to be Cardinals. 

As the good faith of the prelate in ques- 
tion could not be doubted, it was supposed 
that he was leboring under @ foisapprehen- 
sion. His apparent mistake cap easily be 
explained. Europeans generally, and Ital- 
jans in particular, use the term ‘ Ameri- 
can” as applying to Canadians, citizens of 
the United States, and South Americans 
equally. According te this custom, there- 
fore, even {f the Pope, who does not speak 
English, mentioned his intention to create 
several American Cardinals, it is declared 
that he did not mean that they should come 
exclusively from the United States. 

The argument has been made that the 
United States, considering its 12,000,000 
Catholic inhabitants, has not a sufficient 
number of representatives in the Bacred 
College; that Canada has been without a 
Cardinal since the death ef Cardinal Tas- 
chereau, in 1888, and that the whole of Cen- 
tral and South America, with a Catholic 
population of over 50,000,000, never had one 

Brazil, the largest of the Latin American 
countries, has repeatedly asked for a Car- 
dinal, not only through ite clergy, but di- 
rectly through the Government. This the 
United States has always refused to do, 
It 18 probable that the Archbishop of Rio 
Janeiro will be the first Bouth American 
prelate to be raised to the Ee: but if 
this is done it will then be difficult to re- 
fuse the same favor to Mexico, which has 
a Catholic — almost equal to 
Brazil. It will be even more difficult not 
to extend the privilege to the Archbishops 
of Buenos Ayres, Argentina, and Santiago, 
Chile, where gg Espinosa and 
Casanova have been rivals for the red hat 
for years. 

It has been suggested, in order to make 
room for such new Cardinals, to reduce the 
Cardinals {n those countries which do not 
seem to be sufficiently appreciative of the 
privilege, as, for instance, France, which 
normally has seven Cardinals. The sugges- 
tion also has been made to continue the 
system inaugurated by Leo XIII. to bring 
about a better balance between the num- 
pers of foreign and Jtallan Cardtnals. 

In the United States there are several 
Archbishops whose high attainments fit 
them to enter the Sacred College, Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia ts considered 
first among these, but the situation is such 
that not only the personality of the man 
to be selected must be considered, but also 
the importance of the geographical situa- 
tion of the archdiocese. For instance, if a 
new Cardinal were to be nominated, the 
relative {mportance of Philadelphia, New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis would be 
taken inte consideration, as, owlng to their 
positions in the Cathelic world, either one 
of them would be werthy to be the See of 
the new Prince of the Church. 

The Pope, especially in the matter of 
nominating Cardinals, can mak¢ an unex- 
pected decision at any moment, but, ac- 
cording to opinion prevailing at the Vati- 
can, it is not likely that in the next con- 
sistory or in the one fellewing will a red 


hat be sent to the United States.

CRISIS IN SOUTH AFRICA,

The Filly’s Victory Was a Triumph 
for the Betting Ring. 


STAKE RACE 


Favorites Failed in Four of Six Races 
at Aqueduct—Briarthorpe First 
at Long Odds. 


There is nothing sweeter to the book- 


maker than was the result of the single 
stake decided at the Aqueduct race track 
yesterday, when at the finish of the Nas- 
sau, Gaviota, the outsider of the three 
horses*than ran, got up in the last stride, 
and, in the picturesque language of the 
betting ring, ‘‘skinned the lamb."" Many 
other things that were pleasing to the lay- 
ers Of odds happened in the course of the 
afternoon, but the Gaviota victory stood 
out so .ar above all else that the ring 
chuckled every time that happy result re- 
curred to memory.

PACING RECORDS 


MADE BY DAN PATCH 


In Half Mile and Mile to Wagon 
Trials at Nemphis. 


E. E. Smather’s Trotter Major Delmar 
Goes Quarter of a Second Under 
His Two-Minute Mark. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 27.—The cham- 
pion pacer Dan. Patch, unbeaten son of 
Joe Patchen, to-day gave his greatest dis- 
play of speed and stamina. He established 
new figures for the half-mile record re- 
cently set at 0:57% by Prince Alert. over 
the Providence, R. I, track, and half an 
hour later he cirgled the local mile course 
and created a new world’s wagon record to 
supplant his own mark of. 1:59%. The time 
for the half-mile was 0:56. The time for 
the mile was 1:574%. 

Such a dazzling display of speed and 
stamina caused more than 56,000 people in 
attendance to stand and cheer the young 
champion of the harness world possibly as 
never horse had been cheered before. M. 
E. McHenry, who drove him, was the hero 
of the hour, Going the greater part of the 
mile against a wind from the north, Dan 
Patch was at much disadvantage, but 
making around the third turn the flying 
pacer found little atmospheric disturb- 
ances to bother him. He commenced to 
tire, however, and faltered just long 
enough to receive the lash of the whip 
from McHenry. There was disappointment 
written across the faces of the multitude, 
as it was plain that the champion was 
tiring. But with the first sting of the whip 
Dah Patch jumped forward and made a 
gallant effort. He drew closer to the pace- 
maker and entered the stretch with whirl- 
wind speed. There was but little distance 
between that point and home, and, strug- 
gling gamely, but all exhausted and with 
every bit of courage plainly discernible, 
he finished in 1:57% 

In making the half-mile pace, Driver 
Myron McHenry started from the wire and 
“ breezed’’ Dan Patch around to within 
a short distance of the half-mile pole, 
where two runners to sulkies were picked 
up, the forward sulky carrying the cus- 
tomary canvas dust strip. The three horses 
swept by the pole, and McHenry gave the 
signal that the trial was a go. , 

Starter Newton dropped the red flag’ and 


the watches of the timers were set in mo- 
tion to catch the new record for a half 
mile. 

The quarter was made in 0:28, and the 
pacers went under the wire with the hands 
of the timers’ watches sharp on the mark 
of 3%) seconds. The demonstration from the 
grand stand was quite as enthusiastic as 
those which have been given Dan Patch 
when he set the mile pacing record of 
1:56’. and Lou Dillon, when she trotted a 
mile im 1:58%, but it and the other nolsy 
acclamations for the new champions were 
all eclipsed by the enthusiasm of the spec- 
tators when Dan Patch came on the track 
to set a new wagon mark for the mile. 

With a few preusinsty trials before the 
grand stand, the start was made with two 
runners as pacers. The quarter was made 
in O:2844, the half in 0:58, and the three- 
quarters in 1:28. Under the wire the cham- 
pion pacer dashed in 1:57\%, showing little 
effect from having smashed two records in 
a single afternoon. The pacer was driveu 
by McHenry in the wagon trial. 

That the track was frst was proved when 
Major Delmar, E. E. Smathers's champion, 
reduced the record for trotting geldings, 
held by himself, from 2:00 to 1:59 %. Inci- 
dentally, Major Delmar distinguished him- 
self as the third horse to trot a mile in 
less than two minutes. Major Delmar's 
time to-day equaled the world’s mile, made 
by Cresceus, which held until smashed by 
Lou Dillion. Major Delmar’s time by quar- 
ters was OV 30, 1:00, 1.2%, 1:50%. 

The afternoon's programme was the 
longest of the meeting. Besides two events 
for amateur drivers, five races were dis- 
posed of, and the favorites were generally 
Successful in fast time. The exception 
was the free-for-all pace, In which Dariel 
opened a prohibitive favorite. After win- 
— the first heat the mare was beaten 
easily by Dan R. The Transy!mulia, Sec- 
retary Howe's annual farcical event, 
caused much merriment to the spectators.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The centre of the 
coast storm has disappeared over New Foundland 
and will probably a course over the At- 
lantic Ocean in high latitudes. A barometreric 
depression has moved castward over the British 
Northwest Territory, attended by rain in the 
North Pacific Coast districts. The barometer 
continues high from the Missouri, Middle, and 
Mississippi and Ohio Valleys to the Middle and 
South Atlantic Coasts. 

The temperature is still below the seasonal 
average in the eastern and southern districts, and 
has risen in the lake region and the 
Light rain is reported this evening in the lower 
lake region and a cloud and rain grea has ap- 
peared in Texas. Warmer and cloudy weather, 
with scattered rain, is indicated for the Interior 
of New York and New England 

The Texas cloud and rain area will probably 
extend Wednesday over the Middle Gulf States, 
Oklahoma, and Arkansas, and the weather will 
be cloudy in the upper Missour! Valley. The 
temperature will rise slowly during Wednesday 
in districts east of the Rocky Mountains.

COTTON GOODS ADYANCE 


Rise Due to Jump in the Price of 
Raw Cotton. 


Cloths One-eighth to One-quarter of a 
Cent Higher Than a Week Ago, and 
Sellers Are Not Eager. 


Manufacturers of cotton goods declared 
yesterday that the market was decidedly 
stronger as a result, of the jump in the price 
of raw cotton. A wees ago 3% cents bid 
and 3% cents asked were the quotations on 
cotton cloth regulars. 

Manufacturers’ agents said yesterday that 
they could readily get 3% cents, but they 
are holding for 3%, and are confident of 
getting it. Some sales in odd counts, which 
were in special demand were made last 
week as high as 3% cents, but no sales of 
the sixty-four squares, or regulars, are re- 
ported at that figure as yet. The situation 
is in the nature of a deadlock between 
manufacturers and buyers. 

“The buyers will be compelled to come 
forward and pay the higher prices that are 
now asked,’’ said a representative of one of 
the largest manufacturing interests, “‘ The 
changing season, the decreasing stocks, and 
other causes will surely force them into the 
market. We are not anxious to sell goods 
while raw material is advancing, and have 
no anxiety as to disposing of our product 
at fair prices."’ 

Another man representing a 
Eastern mills said: 

“The situation involves an actual ad- 
vance in the past week of 1 cent a yard on 
cheap goods and \% cent on medium staple 
lines. This means an increase of 2% to 5 
per cent. in prices. We can get to-day % 
cent or more of an advance over the prices 
offered last week, and we are not selling 
at less than 4 cent advance. The home 
trade is exceedingly strong, with every in- 
dication of still higher prices of manufact- 
ured dry goods in nearly all the staple lines. 
Jobbers in the West in particular all have 
a good business and are sold down in stocks 
to the lowest practicable point. 

“The ordinary amount of Spring trade 
will be sufficient to make a very active 
market owing to the fact that the supply 
of most of the staple fabrics is exceedingly 
short at nearly all the mills. 

“Since Oct. 19 raw cotton has gone up 
% of a cent a pound. That means increased 
cost of manufacture. An increased price to 
the consumer means some decrease in con- 
sumption. This in turn will tend to keep 
down prices, and so the market will get to 
its proper basis. But to my mind every- 
thing points to higher prices and a lively 
Spring trade.”

Stocks rise and react. 


Call money easy, 214@3 per cent. 


Business upon the Stock BExchange 
yesterday was both more active and bet- 
ter distributed, but the: tone was uncer- 
tain. There was no chill in the forenoon, 
the disposition to contimue the advance 
being apparent, but as the day pro- 
gressed the news became unfavorable. 
It is true that the reports of the embar- 
rassment of St. Louis trust companies 
lacked probability or belief pending pos- 
itive statements. It is true that nego- 
tiations are thought to be continuing be- 
tween the Montana litigants despite the 
denials of compromise intentions by the 
Amalgamated. There were denials of 
war in the Orient and denials of denials 
regarding dividends and passing of divi- 
dends. But no rising market ever thrived 
upon denials. There must be something 
positive to keep prices moving, and the 
things which are not being denied nowa- 
days are rather trying to hopers for bet- 
ter markets. It is not. necessary to de- 
vote much attention to business in which 
the buyers of one day are the sellers of 
the next, without alteration in the situa- 
tion. Nothing is clearer than that the 
public is not yet following the rise in 
stocks, and since they had not been at- 
tracted in by the start upward, they are 
not being shaken out by the reaction of 
yesterday afternoon. A business of near- 
ly three-quarters of a million shares did 
not develop a movement of a point in the 
“five properties which reached or passed a 
volume of 50,000 shares. The larger 
changes of the day were in stocks in 
which the dealings were small, and some 
of them were violent and without ex- 
planation. For example, Evansville and 
Terre Haute rose 10%, and Keokuk and 
Des Moines fell 9. The generally signifi- 
cant business of the day was done in be- 
tween the specialties of small interest 
which moved sharply without reasons of 
wide interest, and the large dealings in 
leading properties which were almost 
immovable. Between these extremes 
there was buying which improved the 
quotations for a large majority, espe- 
cially investment stocks, and promi-

first preferred, New Jersey Central, Del- 
aware and Hudson, and Lackawanna. 
So far as the day’s business had impor- 
tance it attaches to the less obtrusive 
portion of what was done, speculative 
manipulation being out of favor recently. 

The price movement in the bond mar- 
ket was less significant than the contin- 
uance of general buying in many issues, 
confirming the tendency recently noted 
toward investment. San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass rose to 79 on’ compara- 
tively small business, and Steel 5 per 
cents. contributed a fifth to the day’s 
large trading without much change. 

The movement of money to the interior 
was the largest recently, exceeding a 
million dollars. The movement to New 
Orleans was about the current average 
and due to thé.cotton ‘crop movement, 
which was reflected in lower sterling, 
upon an increased and large ‘supply of 
cotton bills. The movement to Chicago 
was the first since July, and causes sur- 
prise rather for its lateness and moder- 
ation than for its tardy arrival. The 
shipments to St. Louis are also normal 
enough to have no especial connection 
with the runs upon the strong trust com- 
panies whose depositors have taken 
fright at sensational publications in Chi- 
cago. Our money market reflected no 
disquiet, nor, is the call money market 
likely to do so. The time money market 
is unlikely to weaken until the cash cur- 
rent turns toward New York again. 
There is no reluctance shown in doing 
so. Some of the “hurry calls” sent to 
Baltimore and Pittsburg are already 
back again, and the promise is for earlier 
and larger accumulations here than in 
recent years. Slackening trade in the 
interior always has that result, and this 
year it has recompense as well, There is 
use for all the cash which can come this 
way. There are many temporary corpo- 
ration loans waiting to be made perma- 
nent, and as the movement proceeds the 
check to betterments which has caused 
the reaction to consumption will be re- 
moved, with stimulation in turn to pro- 
duction. There are billions of capital 
now in cotton and breadstuffs and such 
products which will be turned into cash, 
and something must be done with the 
cash. The investment movement already 
begun by the forehanded is likely to re- 
ceive important stimulus possibly before 
and oortasaly after New Year's.

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JURY FOR PARKS COMPLETE 


Mr. Rand Outlines the Case Against 
the Walking Delegate. 


Declares Housesmiths’ Leader Said 


Money from Tiffany Studios Was 
for Himself Alone. 


Before the final adjourrlment was taken 
yesterday in the trial of Samuel J. Parks, 
walking delegate of the Housesmiths’ and 
Bridgemen’s Union, on a charge of hav- 
ing extorted $500 from Louis Schmitt, 
Treasurer of the Tiffany Studios, to settle 
a strike, the jury box had been filled and 
Assistant District Attorney Rand, who is 
conducting the prosecution, had made his 
opening address to the jury. 

When Judge Newburger opened court 
yesterday morning six seats in the jury box 
had been filled. Four more jurors were ob- 
tained during the forenoon session. When 
court reconvened in the afternoon Aaron 
Silverberg, who occupied ghe second seat, 
received a telephone message informing 
him that his five-year-old son w ill 
with appendicitis and that an operation 
would be necessary. By mutual consent of 
counsel] Mr. Silverberg was excused. His 
place was quickly filled, and by 5 o'clock 
the twelve men who are to decide Parks's 
fate had been selected. The jury as com- 
pleted stands as follows:

APPOINTMENT GUARDIANS.—Surrogate 
Marcus of Erie County, who some time ago 
decided that Edwin L. Burdick, the victim 
of the Buffalo murder mystery, had no 
right to appoint guardians, either of the 
person or estate of his infant children, 
yesterday held against those whom Mr. 
Burdick sought to appoint that office, 
their contention that in any event the 
made them trustees of the children's 
of their father’s estate. The right 
guardian of the young Burdicks, the 
Surrogate held, was lodged in their sur- 
viving parent—that is, Mrs. Burdick. The 
powers management conferred by the 
will on August B. Kellogg, George H. Dun- 
ston, and George C. Miller, whom Mr. Bur- 
dick named testamentary guardians, 
are, to the court's mind, purely powers 
and duties conferred upon them in an ex- 
ecutorial capacity. As to the appointment 
of guardians, Surrogate Marcus said: 
‘There was no right at common law for 
the appointment of a testamentary guar- 
dian by the parent. The same is entirely 
regulated by statute. Without reciting aik 
the statutory enactments since the year 
1787, when the provision of the English 
statute was embodied in our laws, it will 
always be found that ‘custody and tui- 
tion’ is the language used in the different 
acts Our first statutory enactment fol- 
lowed the English statute of 12 Car. 2, 
Cc. 24, Sec. 8, which authorizes the father 
‘to dispose of the custody and _ tuition.’ 
The use of these words is historical and of 
legal significance. ‘Custody and tuition’ 
have more than ordinary significance, for 
they include not only the person, but 
the care and management of the personal 
astede, and also the profits of the real 
estate, of the minor. That is, the guar- 
dianship of the person includes the guar- 
dianship of the estate. * * * The at- 
tempted appointment by the testator of 
guardians, both as to the person and the 
estate of the infant children, was invalid 
and without authority in law, and there- 
fore appointment of guardians by Sections 
2,822 and 2,827 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure control. Though the code, like- 
wise, provides that the Surrogate may vest 
guardianship of the person and estate of 
a minor in separate persons, there is no 
power to do so residing in a surviving 
parent. In other words, the power to 
nominate different individuals in the two 
capacities for the control of the estate and 
the person presides alone in ‘the court.”

Justice McCall Declares Relatives’ Influ- 
ences Are Blasting Young Cou- 
ple’s Lives. 


Little Hugh Sinclair, the child whose 
father, Dr. Daniel A. Sinclair, took him 
from his mother at Pine Hill, N. Y., early 
last Summer, soon after the husband and 
wife had separated, was placed in the cus- 
tody of the mother by a decision rendered 
yesterday by Justice McCall in the Supreme 
Court. 


Mr, and Mrs. Sinclair were married in 
June, 1896, and for some time resided at 


$09 Lexington Avenue. 

‘This matter,"’ said Justice McCall, *‘ has 
proved a very perplexing one to me, and 
has given me a good deal of anxious 
thought. It would be well for the respect- 
ive mbers of these two families to leave 
this ‘uple to themselves to work out their 
destifiies without interference on their part 
of any kind, for there is nothing, so far as 
I can see, that affords any justification for 
the existing differences between these 
young people excepting the feeling of re- 
pugnance or hatred that they each enter- 
tain for the members of the other's family, 
who, on their part, don’t seem to have 
sense enough to know that they are intrud- 
ing, and that thelr presence or influence is 
blasting these young lives.”’ 

The Justice goes on to say that the child 
is of tender years. at a time when a 
mother’s love and care are the greatest 
gift that can be bestowed upon him, when, 
in his judgment ‘want of or absence of 
ministrations, tenderness, and watchful- 
ness a good mother alone can vguchsafe 
to’ her child would leave eve after- 

ward a void, nothing could compensate for 
or any subsequent attempt at reparation 
could atone for.’
